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Road Laws Are For Bike Riders, Too

Judging from the remarks of township

hill to lower the voting age to 18 was well 
received. 


For this week's Spcakout, the Herald 


asked Palatine and Rolling Meadows 
residents for their opinions on dropping 
the voting age requirement to 18. 


Mrs Thomas VanDyke, 136 N. Dean 


Diivc. Palatine, explained1 


"I have a 19-year-old and I feel he and 


his friends should be able to vote. If they 
can go and fight for their country they 
are entitled to a voice in how it's run. 


"Another factor in their (18-year-olds

v ear-olds of my generation." she said.

' I'm against it." he said. "A person 18 


years old doesn't have the emotional or 
mental stability to cast a vote. 


By lowering the voting age all you'd do 


would be to increase the number of vot- 
ers, but not necessarily the quality of the 
voting public. 


"\Ve need a more educated public 


mom than we need a younger voting age. 
Everyone is screaming to have the vote, 
but just look at the turnout in any elec- 
tion. There's your answer," he said.

dock Drive. Palatine, said she was in- 
decisive on the issue but tended to view 
it negatively. 


"I've 
got mixed emotions when it 


comes to giving the vote to 18-year-olds. 
The way many of them are acting today. 
I'd be afraid to see them with such a 
right. 


"But on the other hand, a veto of the 


bill would not be fai.' to many teens who 
do follow politics, who do know what's 
going on. 


"I really don't know, but if I had to 


say yes or no right now, I'd say leave it 
at 21." she said. 


Laws concerning bike riding are mak- 


ing the once simple activity complicated 
but police feel the regulations are neces- 
sary. 


"Kids riding bikes have to realize 


there are laws they have to obey, and 
that having a bicycle is a responsibility," 
Lewis Case, Rolling Meadows police 
chief, said. 


Case said the city has an ordinance on 


bikes, where they can be ridden, regis- 
tration, and traffic regulations con- 
cerning them. Copies are available at 
city hall. 


Of primary importance, Case pointed 


out, is the fact that bike riders must 
obey traffic signals, signs, and control 
devices which motor vehicles must obey. 
"Bikes have to stop for stop signs, just 
like cars do," Case said. 


The city also requires all bicycles rid- 


den on city streets and property be regis- 
tered. Registration includes a license tag 
which must appear on all bicycles with 
at least a 19-inch diameter wheel. Regis- 
tration fee is 50-cents per bike. 


ALL BICYCLES ridden on city streets 


must be equipped with brakes, a bell au- 


dible for at least 100 feet, and a white 
front light and red back light visible for 
at least 500 feet if the bike is ridden on 
streets between sunrise and sunset. 


Anyone who does not have the brakes 


or the lights is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and can be required to pay a fine of not 
less than $1 and not more than $50. 


Parents, as well as children, are re- 


sponsible for obeying the bicycle ordi- 
nance. 


The ordinance also regulates manner 


of riding a bicycle. Riders must be sit- 


ting on a suitable seat provided on the 
bike and no bike can carry more than 
the number for which it is designed and 
equipped. 


Pedestrians have the right-of-way 


when a bike is ridden on a sidewalk, and 
riding on sidewalks in business districts 
is illegal. 


Riders who do not ride on the right 


side of the street, don't signal before 
turning, or violate the bicycle ordinance 
will be given tickets and must appear in 
bicycle court on Saturday mornings. 


Children appearing in bicycle court must 
have a parent accompanying them. 


"Riding a bike is serious and should be 


regarded as such," Case said, "Not 
only should they obey the laws, but bike 
riders should take care of their property. 
Don't leave a bike unlocked or park it 
where it obstructs pedestrian or vehicle 
traffic." 


Anyone who has lost or found a bike, 


should contact the Rolling Meadows po- 
lice department.

Second Try To Halt Sewer Backups 


Residents and city officials will make a 


second attempt to alleviate sanitary sew- 
er backup in about a dozen homes in the 
Plum Grove-Countryside area north of 
Euclid Avenue in Rolling Meadows. 


Thomas Scanlan, a resident of the area 


and alderman for that section of the city, 
will ask the city council to approve 
spending about $6,000 to disconnect 
storm drain tiles from the sanitary sewer 
and install sump pumps in the homes 
where sanitary sewers have been back- 
ing up for five years now. 


Earlier this year the city and Albert 


Riley. developer, shared the cost of an 
additional sewer in the area to relieve 
the supposed overload. 


"It's obvious the sewer hasn't done the 


job," Scanlan said at a special informal 
council meeting on recent' water prob- 
lems Wednesday night. 


SCANLAN SAID he is convinced every 


house in the development has its storm 
drain tiles illegally connected to the sani- 
tary sewers and this is causing some of 
the backup. 


For several years now, the Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District has forbidden such 
connections to sanitary sewers. 


James Muldowney and Edgar Flet- 


cher, city engineers, said the dis- 
connection would stop raw sewage back- 
ing up through the floor drains in the 
basement. The plan also calls for sump 
pumps that will pump storm water to the 
surface to prevent pressure building up 
under the basement floor. 


Scanlan's resolution will ask the city to 


pay for the repairs, which will cost about 


$350 per house. 


"I think there is a city responsibility 


here to help these people, Scanlan said. 


MAYOR ROLAND J. Meyer said the 


city has no legal responsibility, but feels 
it has a moral obligation. 


Aid. William Ahrens said he could not 


support the city's paying 100 per cent of 
the cost when citizens in his ward had to 
pay 50 per cent of the cost for water 
problems they have incurred. 


Meyer asked what guarantee the city 


would have that sump pumps would alle- 
viate the situation. 'We though the sewer 
would help and that didn't.'1 Meyer said. 
He suggested the city try to find the 
source of the large volumes of storm wa- 
ter appearing in the area.

Northwest Suburban chapter of Zero 
Population Growth (ZPG) at the Prince 
of Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Village. 


REV. GUSTIN added, "One Chicago 


hospital has treated 5,000 butchered 
abortion cases this year." 


It is Rev. Gustin and CCSPP's main 


concern to prevent these butcher abor- 
tions by counseling women until liber- 
alized abortion laws can be achieved. 


He explained that it is the purpose of 


CCSPP to provide the best medical re- 
sources possible for those who want to 
abort. He added that the Chicago volun- 
teer service sees approximately 150 
women a week, telling them the alterna- 
tives a woman may take if she is preg- 
nant. This includes abortion, continuing 
the pregnancy, and if pregnant out of 
wedlock, rearing the child as a single 
parent or placing it up for adoption. 


In di&cussion the recent failure of liber- 


ali/.cd abortion proposals in the state leg- 
islature. Rev. Gustin commented: 


"MOST OF LEGISLATION concerning 


abortion has been made by male legisla- 
tors " 


He added, "Most of the Christian tradi- 


tion pertaining to ethics concerning abor- 
tion was made by male celibate clergy." 


Hev. Gustin accredited the failure of 


liberalized abortion proposals to legisla- 
tors who fear loss of the Catholic vote. 


"More than -10 per cent of the women 


we counsel are Roman Catholic," he 
said. These statistics have been pre- 
sented to the legislature according to the 
clergyman. 


Rev. Gustin stressed that although 


abortion was often thought of in con- 
junction with population control, he does 
not consider abortion a population con- 
trol method. He said, "It is not a good 
birth control method, but is used when a 
birth control method has failed or when 
there has been no birth control.

Guillou: Ask 
State Flood Help 


Petitions to state representatives, a 


survey of flood damage cost, and an or- 
ganized effort to get the Des Plaines Riv- 
er widened is what John C. Guillou rec- 
ommended last night to solve Wheeling 
flooding problems. 


Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 


Division of Waterways (IDW) answered 
questions about recent flooding for an au- 
dience of about 75 Wheeling area resi- 
dents. 


Guillou, who came to Wheeling from 


Springfield at the request of Village 
Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, explained to local 
residents IDW's plight. 


A budget of $7.7 million annually must 


serve the entire state for water prob- 
lems. Guillou said the figure is less than 
five per cent of the annual increase in 
state public aid. He told residents that a 
situation report and study of the Wheel- 
ing drainage ditch-Buffalo Creek had 
been completed. The program calls for a 
$2.4 million widening and deepening of 
the creek he said. Limited funds have 
kept the program from receiving legisla- 
tive approval. 


"Your state government must be told 


how important this is," he explained. He 
urged residents to write to the governor 
and to state representatives, to encour- 
age passage of the legislation. 


Guillou agreed with the 
statement 


made by Michael Wiener, 34 E. Jeffery 
Ln , who said "How can we spend money 
to send our boys to Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia to get killed and up to the moon 
and we can't spend money here to take 
care of our own people. 


Guillou also suggested that local resi- 


dents or the village file suits against 


large developments being built upstream 
on the creek. He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to dram water off their 
property. However the law is being -p- 
plied to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis 
of faulty application of the old law. 


Guillou also noted Wheeling's problems 


could not be completely solved by im- 
provement of the creek alone. He urged 
residents of all villages bordering the 
Des Plaines River to ban together to 
push for a $9 million river improvement 
project After residents told the flooding 
story to Guillou, he urged them to mus- 
ter support to tell state officials that 
flooding should have priority over pollu- 
tion and recreation. 


"I'm going to be really blunt," Guillou 


said, "the people of Illinois believe that 
Lake Michigan is dying, and it's not. 
We're spending $100,000 on pollution. The 
voters have been over-sold a package on 
pollution and recreation." 


He also told residents that removing 


debris and trees from the creek could 
double the capacity of the existing basin. 
While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work 01 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said. 


Village Draws 
Flood Petition 


A petition to the state legislature ask- 


ing for funding to widen Buffalo Creek — 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch was pre- 
pared by the Wheeling Village Attorney 
for local residents to circulate, Village 
Pres. Ted Scanlon said following last 
night's meeting. 


Scanlon, Trustees, Peter Egan, Mich- 


ael Valenza, 
Rodger 
Strieker, and 


George Passolt, acting Village Mgr., 
gave visiting state waterways officals a 
tour of the village's flood problem areas, 
following the 2V2 hour meeting. Officials 
on hand to answer residents questions in- 
cluded John Guillou, chief waterway en- 
gineer for the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways, Leonard Spyer, district engineer, 
and John Crane of Harza Engineering 
Co., consultant to the Wheeling flood con- 
trol program. 


The tour began at the Jeffery Avenue 


bridge, where Guillou recommended tree 


removal. He agreed with village officials 
that when the creek is widened a bridge 
with no center post should be installed. 
At Wolf Road and Highland Avenue, 
Guillou said the ditch running along Wolf 
Road was "a rural ditch inadequate to 
serve a residential area." 


At two homes on Valley Stream Drive, 


Guillou told officials and residents it was 
a favorable sign that the creek flowed 
quickly at flood stage. He said that 
meant the Des Plaines River was not 
backing the creek up that far north.

"We need a more educated public 


more than we need a younger voting age. 
Everyone is screaming to have the vote, 
but just look at the turnout in any elec- 
tion.

Part of the flooding problem along N. 


Williams Drive in the Winston Park sub- 
division may be alleviated next week. 


Village officials, along with representa- 


tives of the Virginia Lake subdivision, 
meet yesterday morning and mapped 
plans that they hope will end some of the 
problems.

street to the east and into Salt Creek. 


"I'm not going to guarantee people 


won't have flooded basements," Braun 
said. "There are half a dozen separate 
problems, and we will deal with each of 
them individually and see what can be 
done." 


The first step in this week's work, 


Braun said, would be to obtain an engi- 
neering profile and topographical outline 
and then stake out the area "so the 
equipment operator knows what he's 
doing." 


The immediate job, he said, is to col- 


lect the water before it gets to the head 
of Williams Drive and starts down it. 


AT MONDAY'S village board meeting, 


some residents complained that a culvert 
leading to Virginia Lake that was 


recently removed was causing the flood- 
ing. 


In their trip through the village yester- 


day, Braun and Bennett also stopped in 
the Willow Creek development vicinity 
near Rohlwing Road and Northwest 
Highway. 


Braun said the village received a com- 


plaint Monday night that Willow Creek 


buildings were responsible for flooding in 
the area. 


"We're satisfied that the flooding is not 


related to the Willow Creek devel- 
opment,'" he said. The homeowner, 
Braun said, has a legitimate complaint. 
The area is low and the private drain in 
his backyard which channels water to 
Salt Creek is not able to handle all the 


water. 


There was no reported flooding in the 


aftermath of Wednesday afternoon's high 
winds and rainfall.

HEV. Gt'STIN added, "One Chicago 


hospital has treated 5,000 butchered 
abortion cases this year." 


It is Rev. Gustin and CCSPP's main 


concern to prevent these butcher abor- 
tions by counseling women until liber- 
alized abortion laws can be achieved. 


He explained that it is the purpose of 


CCSPP to provide the best medical re- 
sources possible for those who want to 
abort. He added that the Chicago volun- 
teer service sees approximately 150 
women a week, telling them the alterna- 
tives a woman may take if she is preg- 
nant. This includes abortion, continuing 
the pregnancy, and if pregnant out of 
wedlock, rearing the child as a single 
parent or placing it up for adoption. 


In discussion the recent failure of liber- 


alized abortion proposals in the state leg- 
islature, Rev. Gustin commented: 


"MOST OF LEGISLATION concerning 


abortion has been made by male legisla- 
tors." 


He added. "Most of the Christian tradi- 


tion pertaining to ethics concerning abor- 
tion was made by male celibate clergy." 


Rev. Gustin accredited the failure of 


liberalized abortion proposals to legisla- 
tors who fear loss of the Catholic vote. 


"More than 40 per cent of the women 


we counsel are Roman Catholic," he 
said. These statistics have been pre- 
sented to the legislature according to the 
clergyman. 


Rev. Gustin stressed that although 


abortion was often thought of in con- 
junction with population control, he does 
not consider abortion a population con- 
trol method. He said, "It is not a good 
birth control method, but is used when a 
birth control method has failed or when 
there has been no birth control.

Callahan Probes 
Housing 'Myths' 


A MOTHER CAME on crutches to 
see her son off for Europe.

Eugene J. Callahan, vice president of 


Meyers and Associates, real estate devel- 
opers specializing in low and moderate 
income housing, brought laughter from 
the audience as he attempted to debunk 
a few "myths" he said surrounds the 
whole question of low and moderate in- 
come housing. 


Callahan addressed a gathering of New 


Communities, Inc., last night in the base- 
ment of the St. James Catholic church 
elementary school, 821 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


Representing Interaction Incorporated, 


an interaccial group of investors pre- 
sently constructing $6 million in apart- 
ments in Chicago's inner-city, Callahan 
said one of the myths is that should FHA 
developments be constructed in a given 
area, "many people automatically feel it 
will be open to people of all colors and 
religions. That is true. But it is also true, 
under federal law, of all homes so FHA 
homes are no different in that regard 
than any privately financed homes." 


Callahan also tried to spell out the dif- 


ferences between FHA insured mortgage 
homes and public housing. "If the in- 


come of the resident of the FHA insured 
mortgage home increases, so does his 
rent, until he reaches the market rent for 
the area. In public housing, if the income 
exceeds certain limitations, the family is 
forced to move from their home." 


Noting another 
difference between 


FHA housing and public housing, Calla- 
han noted, "FHA housing is privately fi- 
nanced, constructed, owned, managed 
and pays its full share of property taxes. 
FHA, for a fee, simply insures the mort- 
gage, just as the U.S. government insur- 
es savings bonds. 


The Loyola University graduate noted 


that FHA also limits the number of per- 
sons in a unit to prevent overcrowding — 
something that cannot be done with pri- 
vately financed housing. 


Callahan reminded, "Most opponents 


of FHA insured housing forget that it 
was the Veterans' Administration that 
gave them the chance to get a 'leg up'. 
They seem to have short memories." 


Callahan said if housing is to come 


about for the low and moderate income 
families, these myths must be dispelled 
before everyone lives on "Indian reser- 
vations" according to their economic lev- 
el. He said it is now possible under FHA 


to mix sale and rental homes, moderate 


and low income homes and FHA and pri- 
vately financed homes together. "The 
mixture is possible — in fact it has to be 
done," he added.

Cropping up at Dist. 23 school board 


meetings since last summer, the issue of 
children's safety when walking to school 
will be put before the entire community 
Monday night at 7:30 In the MacArthur 
Junior High School. 


School board members John Sttill and 


Donald McKay will chair the meeting, 
attended by representatives from the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation, district PT'As, the Lions Club, the 
Prospect Heights Park District, the Ar- 
lington Vista Homeowners Association, 
the Tallyrand Homeowners Association 
and Dunroven Homeowners Association. 
The general public is also invited to at- 
tend. 


According to Stull, "we plan to break 


up into subcommittees at the meeting to 
study different aspects of the problem, 
before we settle on a solution." 


ESSENTIALLY THE problem is a lack 


of sidewalks at district schools. The most 
dangerous areas are, according to Stull, 
Palatine, Schoenbeck, Camp McDonald 
and Etmhurst roads. 


"Our community has changed more in 


the last five years than in the 15 years 
prior. We are a community with major 
traffic problems that have to be recti- 
fied. It is time the community took ac- 
tion," said Stull. 


During the summer and fall months 


most of the discussion about sidewalks 
centered on the newly constructed Eisen- 
hower School at Schoenbeck and Camp 


McDonald roads. 


Former board member Mrs. Maureen 


Sandstrom introduced a resolution at a 
number of school board meetings to "is- 
sue tax anticipation warrants from the 
building fund to install sidewalks on the 
south' side of the Eisenhower School 
property, at a cost not to exceed $7,000." 


MRS. SANDSTROM'S resolution was 


not passed by the school board partly be- 
cause the Jaycees had already proposed 
to build a wooden bridge and gravel 
walkway from the Eisenhower School to 
Elm Street. 


Stull took another stand saying, "I 


don't think the district can afford to 
build a walk at Eisenhower. I can't in 
clear conscience pass a resolution that 


would affect one school without providing 
for sidewalks at all of the schools." 


The issue was originally brought up 


when a petition for "stop" signs, "reduce 
speed" signs and a sidewalk was circu- 
lated among residents in the Eisenhower 
School area last summer. However, in 
response to the petitions, the state said it 
could not install the sidewalk because of 
lack of funds and legal complications. 
The Jaycees made their offer following 
the state's refusal. 


THE NEED FOR sidewalks was accen- 


tuated in December when a MacArthur 
Junior High School student, Ronald Net- 
tles, was killed. Ronald was walking east 
in the middle of frontage lane of Palatine 
Road when he was struck by a truck. 


After the accident, school board mem- 


bers considered the feasibility of a refer- 
endum to fund sidewalks or a collection 
sponsored by community organizations. 


Now, the community organizations will 


meet Monday night to try to resolve the 
problem, which has plagued the school 
board for months.

No park district 
funds have been alloted for the oper- 
ation, so Miss Mahoney splits the admis- 
sion receipts with the groups that play. 
She keeps a small portion of the receipts 
to replenish the supplies of coffee, tea 
and lemonade which are served at the 
Uptown Below. 


The coffeehouse costs $1 per person to 


(get in and is limited to persons 18-years- 
old and older although she's not really 
sticky about the rules, she said. 


"THE ENTERTAINMENT is geared 


for an older crowd. The coffeehouse has 
been a teeny bopper hangout in the past. 
The kids that come really seem to like it 
the new way." Miss Mahoney said. 


Miss Mahoney pointed out that there 


"isn't anything for kids between 18 and 
21." 


The guitar-playing college student said 


she has worked in a music store and 
played in some musical groups herself. 
She added that sometimes a group will

Guillou: Petition For Flood Help 


Petitions to state representatives, a 


survey of flood clamnge cost, and an or- 
ganized effort to get the DCS Plaines Riv- 
er widened is what John C. Guillou rec- 
ommendert last night to solve Wheeling 
flooding problems. 


Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 


Division of Waterways (IDW) answered 
questions about recent flooding for an au- 
dience of about 75 Wheeling area resi- 
dents. 


Guillou. who came to Wheeling from 


Springdeld at the request of Village 
Pres. Tetf C. Scanlon, explained to local 
residents IDW's plight. 


A budget of $7.7 million annually must 


serve the entire state for water prob- 


lems. Guillou said the figure is less than 
five per cent of the annual increase in 
state public aid. He told residents that a 
situation report and study of the Wheel- 
ing drainage ditch-Buffalo Creek had 
been completed. The program calls for a 
$2.4 million widening and deepening of 
the creek he said. Limited funds have 
kept the program from receiving legisla- 
tive approval. 


"Your state government must be told 


how important this is," he explained. He 
urged residents to write to the governor 
and to state representatives, to encour- 
age passage of the legislation. 


Guillou agreed with the statement 


made by Michael Wiener, 34 E. Jeffery 


Ln., who said "How can we spend money 
to send our boys to Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia to get killed and up to the moon 
and we can't spend money here to take 
care of our own people. 


Guillou also suggested that local resi- 


dents or the village file suits against 
large developments being built upstream 
on the creek. He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to drain water off their 
property. However the law is being -p- 
plied to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis

night's meeting between the taxpayers 
and the town board of auditors. 


The two parties were to have met to 


discuss recent differences.

lage yesterday morning indicated the 
meeting could determine whether the 
suit will be filed. 


She has contended that the town budg- 


et is excessive, calling parts of it "out- 
landish." 


"We want a new budget submitted," 


she said. "We want it pared down so it is 
more reasonable." 


IN THE BREMEN case, a judge went 


over the township budget, trimming it in 
several areas. He did not rule on the con- 
stitutionality of township government, as 
had been asked in the suit.

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terday the township had doubled 
budget from the previous year. 


Most townships in the county budgeted 


for higher amounts this year, and voters 
at the annual town meetings approved 
budgets and levies to enable townships to 
keep functioning.

operate on excess fees collected from a 2 
per cent tax commission. 


The Illinois Supreme Court recently 


held the practice unconstitutional, there- 
by threatening the very existence of the 
township form of government.

While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work on 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said.

FISH.. .An Exercise In Helping People 


by KAREN RUGEN 


FISH is a reader for someone who is 


blind. FISH is a meal for a family whose 
mother in in the hospital. FISH is a tutor 
for Johnny who isn't motivated by fourth 
grade math. 


FISH is an exercise in helping each 


other that's getting response from the 
people in Mount Prospect. 


FISH which gives 24-hour emergency 


aid without charge or obligation to any- 
one who needs it, got its feet wet in 
Mount Prospect on May 4. 


According to Clarke Robinson, steering 


committee chairman, volunteers re- 
ceived 13 calls for help during the organ- 
ization's first month of operation. 


He said the greatest needs for help 


were transportation for the elderly and 
blind, babysitting and housework for the 
sick. 


One call was particularly easy to an- 


swer — a man wanted to know how he 
could be a volunteer. 


ALTHOUGH PEOPLE from any area 


can call Mount Prospect's FISH, Robin- 
son said most of the calls have come 
from Mount Prospect. He said one call 
from a Prospect Heights resident was re- 
ferred to the Prospect Heights' chapter. 


While callers are not required to give 


their location, Robinson said he knew 
several calls had come from Des Plaines 
where there is no FISH group. 


He said calls have come from people 


who have just moved into the community 
and haven't had a chance to make new 
friends as well as from those who have 
lived there for a long time and do not get 
along well with their neighbors. 


FISH only takes first person calls, ac- 


cording to Robinson. "We do not get in- 
volved with people calling up to tell us 
their neighbors have problems," he said. 


Robinson stressed the anonymity which 


FISH considers necessary to encourage 
calls for aid. The only records kept are 
FISH Tales which give only the nature of 
a call and will be used by the group for 
future evaluation of service. 


ROBINSON SAID the Mount Prospect 


response has been "rather weak com- 
pared to other suburban groups which 
are averaging 20 calls a month." 


"The only way to account for this is 


that our publicity isn't as immediate and 
effective as it could be," he said. 


Mount Prospect's FISH has made ap- 


plication to use the sign across from the 
Village Hall and is contacting businesses 
to put up FISH posters in their office, 
according to Robinson. 


Plans for listing 394-1707, the Mount 


Prospect FISH number in the phone book 
and yellow pages are also in the making. 


FISH operates as "a triangle," ex- 


plained Robinson. 


A person calls 394-1707, and explains 


his problem to an answering service 
which takes the caller's number. The an- 
swering service then gets in touch with a 
volunteer on call for that day. The volun- 
teer then calls the person with the prob- 
lem and helps him or refers him to a 
"resource" person: 


"GIVING OR arranging help com- 


pletes the triangle," Robinson said. 


Mount Prospect's FISH has 117 volun- 


teers, 76 who receive FISH calls and 41 
who act as "resource" persons, accord- 
ing to Robinson. 


Resource volunteers are grouped in 


committees that provide services in- 
cluding locating needed articles, provid- 
ing a meal, tutoring, rides for shut-ins 
and companionship for the elderly. 


One service, teenage-adult companion- 


ship, has not yet been requested. Robin- 
son said help from these resource people 
might include conversation for teens who 
aren't able to talk to their parents. 


Robinson said the group may expand 


into more services. "We have to work on 
experience to see what the community 
needs," he said. 


Robinson said the steering committee 


and volunteers are now working on a re- 
ferral list of suburban and metropolitan 
services so that "we can refer to the best 


of our ability" requests for aid FISH 
can't handle. 


FIFTY PER CENT of the volunteers 


are husband-wife teams, according to 
Robinson. He said there are about 15 
teen-agers who have also signed up to 
help. He said these teens are usually as- 
signed to a resource category as baby- 
sitting, companionship or reading to the 
blind. 


"Most volunteers come from church 


backgrounds and see FISH as an oppor- 
tunity to put into practice a feeling they 
should love their neighbors," said Robin- 
son. 


He said the group also has volunteers 


"who have abandoned the institutional 
church and see the church as helping 
each other" in a group such as FISH. 


People needing help have also helped 


volunteers, according to Robinson. 


"Volunteers felt their lives had to be 


committed to a more active means of 
helping people," Robinson said. "FISH

serves that purpose." 


MOUNT PROSPECT'S FISH held two 


volunteer training sessions. These ses- 
sions included a movie explaining FISH 
and a filmstrip on people opening up to 
each other. 


The sessions also included question and 


answer periods with "very little psy- 
chological training," according to Robin- 
son."During training sessions we spent 
most of our time becoming a committed 
group," he said. 


FISH is a nonprofit organization that 


began in England and spread to the 
United States. Funds for pubb'city and 
monthly newsletters in Mount Prospect 
have been obtained from contributions 
through area churches and volunteers. 


Suburban Answering Service has pro- 


vided three months free service for the 
Mount Prospect organization, according 
to Robinson. After the three months are 
over, the service will be paid from con- 
tributions, he said.

subcommittee on public health and safe- 
ty by Mayor Robert Teichert Tuesday. 


Teichert told the board that Park 


Ridge, Schiller Park and Bensenville 
filed a suit in DuPage County court to 
postpone the expansion of O'Hare Airport 
and its facilities until the airlines adopt 
the necessary technological measures to 
limit further noise and air pollution. 


Although the suit has already been 


filed, Mount Prospect has been asked to 
participate in the proceedings because 
the collective strength of communities 
throughout the Northwest suburban area 
will be more advantageous in court. 


Teichert asked the board to consider 


the 
offer, 
especially 
since 
village 


trustees voted April 28 to approve a reso- 
lution pinpointing the 
environmental 


problems of noise and air pollution, ag- 
gravated by O'Hare Airport, as a public 
nuisance. 


The board voted unanimously to ap- 


prove the resolution charging "noise, air 
pollution, traffic, congestion and the dan- 
ger of air collision" constitute a threat to 
the public health, safety and general wel- 
fare of the residents of Mount Prospect. 


Prior to passage of the resolution in 


April, the village board had been asked 
by James Galloway, village maanger of 
Park Ridge, to participate in the suit. 
The village board made no decision at 
the time, pending the collection of per- 
tinent information on the case. 


Teichert told the board Tuesday the 


lawsuit has a good chance of winning in 
court, since the expansion of O'Hare Air- 
port will aggravate an existing nuisance 
beyond a tolerable level. 


"If we decide to join in the lawsuit, 


then we must commit ourselves to pay- 
ing a cost of 25 cents per capita over a 
two-year period. This change will help 
defray the cost of the lawsuit, which will 
probably amount to about $100,000. 


"Although Park Ridge will assume the 


lion's share of the cost and the lawsuit 
will not be withdrawn if we don't partici- 


pate, our joining the suit will help con- 
vince the courts that there are a lot of 
people in this area who are concerned 
about the expansion of the airport," Tei- 
chert said. 


When the village board approved the 


resolution declaring airport expansion as 
a public nuisance, village trustees left 
themselves an open avenue for filing a 
lawsuit against the airport or for partici- 
pating in the lawsuit already filed by 
Park Ridge, Schiller Park and Ben- 
senville. 


Teichert said if the board voted to join 


the suit, -two members from each com- 
munity will serve on the litigation board 
to protect each village's interest in the 
case. 


Although noise and air pollution will 


never be eliminated, the motive in filing 
the suit is to reduce pollution to a toler- 
able level which can be attained trough 
technology today. 


The issue will be discussed at a health 


and safety committee meeting scheduled 
for July 8. 


Storm Damage Is Light Here 


Storm damage was estimated as light 


yesterday, 
following wind and rain 


storms which swept through Mount Pros- 
pect Wednesday afternoon. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, estimated about 20 trees will have 
to be chopped down as a result of the 
storm damage. With the exception of 
about six big trees which were ripped 
apart by the storm, the majority of dam- 
age was done to small trees, whose 
trunks were split in half by lightning or 
gusts of wind. 


Storm damage was scattered through- 


out the village and no one section of town 
was hit hard by the storm. 


Power lines along Mount Prospect 


Road, Northwest Highway and in the 
area of Milburn and I-Oka Streets were 
knocked down and electricity was tempo- 
rarily disconnected in homes and busi- 
nesses throughout the village. 


THE VILLAGE HALL and public 


works building were without electrical 
power for about an hour late Wednesday 
afternoon, although emergency gener- 
ators were activated to supply power to 
sections of the building. 


Telephone service was also temporar- 


ily disconnected throughout the village. 


Several windows were broken in a new 


building, still under construction, at Ed- 
ward Street and Northwest Highway. 
Sections of the roof were reportedly dam- 
aged, scattering shingles and tar paper 
around the construction site. 


Roof damage was also reported at the 


Windigo Motel, 1801 E. Algonquin Rd. 


Creamer said most of the damage in 


the village was done to trees and shrubs. 
"We had a lot of brush, mostly tree-top 
branches, scattered around town. And 
our tree damage wasn't that much, 


mainly because we've been doing quite a 
bit of trimming all summer. 


"TRIMMING HELPS TO eliminate 


s t o r m damage because the weak 
branches, which give way during a 
storm, have already been removed. Also, 
trimming allows the wind to blow 
through the trees without knocking them 
down or cracking them in half," Crea- 
mer explained. 


Crews from the public works depart- 


ment worked until 1:30 a.m. yesterday 
picking up debris and attending to dam- 
aged trees. 


Men also stood watch over broken pow- 


er lines until crews from Commonwealth 
Edison arrived to repair them.

He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to drain water off their 
property However the law is being 'p- 
plicd to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis 
of faulty application of the old law. 


Guillou also noted Wheeling's problems 


could not be completely solved by im- 
provement of the creek alone. He urged 
residents of all villages bordering the 
Des Plaines River to ban together to 
push for a $9 million river improvement 
project. After residents told the flooding 
story to Guillou, he urged them to mus- 
ter support to tell state officials that 
Hooding should have priority over pollu- 
tion and recreation. 


"I'm going to be really blunt," Guillou 


said, "the people of Illinois believe that 
Lake Michigan is dying, and it's not. 
We're spending $100,000 on pollution. The 


voters have been over-sold a package on 
pollution and recreation." 


He also told residents that removing 


debris and trees from the creek could 
double the capacity of the existing basin. 
While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work o~i 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said.

"If the in- 
come of the resident of the FHA insured 
mortgage home increases, so does his 
rent, until he reaches the market rent for 
the area. In public housing, if the income 
exceeds certain limitations, the family is 
forced to move from their home." 


Noting another difference between 


FHA housing and public housing, Calla- 
han noted, "FHA housing is privately fi- 
nanced, constructed, owned, managed 
and pays its Ml share of property taxes. 
FHA, for a fee, simply insures the mort- 
gage, just as the U.S. government insur- 
es savings bonds. 


The Loyola University graduate noted 


that FHA also limits the number of per- 
sons in a unit to prevent overcrowding — 
something that cannot be done with pri- 
vately financed housing. 


Callahan reminded, "Most opponents 


of FHA insured housing forget that it 
was the Veterans' Administration that 
gave them the chance to get a 'leg up'. 
They seem to have short memories." 


Callahan said if housing is to come 


about for the low and moderate income 
families, these myths must be dispelled 
before everyone lives on "Indian reser- 
vations" according to their economic lev- 
el. He said it is now possible under FHA 
to mix sale and rental homes, moderate 
and low income homes and FHA and pri- 
vately financed homes together. "The 
mixture is possible — in fact it has to be 
done," he added.

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FISH. ..An Exercise In Helping People

FISH is a reader for someone who is 


blind. FISH is a meal for a family whose 
mother is in the hospital. FISH is a tutor 
for Johnny who isn't motivated by fourth 
grade math. 


FISH is an exercise in helping each 


other that's getting response from the 
people in Mount Prospect. 


FISH which gives 24-hour emergency 


aid without charge or obligation to any- 
one who needs it, got its feet wet in 
Mount Prospect on May 4 


According to Clarke Robinson, steering 


committee 
chairman, volunteers re- 


ceived 13 calls for help during the organ- 
ization's first month of operation. 


He said the greatest needs for help 


were transportation for the elderly and 
blind, babysitting and housework for the 
sick. 


One call was particularly easy to an- 


swer — a man wanted to know how he 
could be a volunteer. 


ALTHOUGH PEOPLE from any area 


can call Mount Prospect's FISH, Robin- 
son said most of the calls have come 
from Mount Prospect. He said one call 
from a Prospect Heights resident was re- 
ferred to the Prospect Heights' chapter. 


While callers are not required to give 


their location, Robinson said he knew 
several calls had come from Des Plaines 
where there is no FISH group. 


He said calls have come from people 


who have just moved into the community 
and haven't had a chance to make new 
friends as well as from those who have 
lived there for a long time and do not get 
along well with their neighbors. 


FISH only takes first person calls, ac- 


cording to Robinson. "We do not get in- 
volved with people calling up to tell us 
their neighbors have problems," he said. 


Robinson stressed the anonymity which 


FISH considers necessary to encourage 
calls for aid. The only records kept are 
FISH Tales which give only the nature of 
a call and will be used by the group for 
future evaluation of service. 


ROBINSON SAID the Mount Prospect 


response has been "rather weak com- 
pared to other suburban groups which 
are averaging 20 calls a month." 


"The only way to account for this is 


that our publicity isn't as immediate and 
effective as it could be," he said. 


Mount Prospect's FISH has made ap- 


plication to use the sign across from the 
Village Hall and is contacting businesses 
to put up FISH posters in their office, 
according to Robinson. 


Plans for listing 394-1707, the Mount 


Prospect FISH number in the phone book 
and yellow pages are also in the making. 


FISH operates as "a triangle," ex- 


plained Robinson. 


A person calls 394-1707, and explains 


his problem to an answering service 
which takes the caller's number. The an- 
swering service then gets in touch with a 
volunteer on call for that day. The volun- 
teer then calls the person with the prob- 
lem and helps him or refers him to a 
"resource" person. 


"GIVING OR arranging help com- 


pletes the triangle," Robinson said. 


Mount Prospect's FISH has 117 volun- 


teers, 76 who receive FISH calls and 41 
who act as "resource" persons, accord- 
ing to Robinson. 


Resource volunteers are grouped in 


committees that provide services in- 
cluding locating needed articles, provid- 
ing a meal, tutoring, rides for shut-ins 
and companionship for the elderly. 


One service, teenage-adult companion- 


ship, has not yet been requested. Robin- 
son said help from these resource people 
might include conversation for teens who 
aren't able to talk to their parents. 


Robinson said the group may expand 


into more services. "We have to work on 
experience to see what the community 
needs," he said. 


Robinson said the steering committee 


. and volunteers are now working on a re- 
ferral list of suburban and metropolitan 
services so that "we can refer to the best 


of our ability" requests for aid FISH 
can't handle. 


FIFTY PER CENT of the volunteers 


are husband-wife teams, according to 
Robinson. He said there are about 15 
teen-agers who have also signed up to 
help. He said these teens are usually as- 
signed to a resource category as baby- 
sitting, companionship or reading to the 
blind. 


"Most volunteers come from church 


backgrounds and see FISH as an oppor- 
tunity to put into practice a feeling they 
should love their neighbors," said Robin- 
son. 


He said the group also has volunteers 


"who have abandoned the institutional 
church and see the church as helping 
each other" in a group such as FISH. 


People needing help have also helped 


volunteers, according to Robinson. 


"Volunteers felt their lives had to be 


committed to a more active means of 
helping people," Robinson said. "FISH 


serves that purpose.1' 


MOUNT PROSPECT'S FISH held two 


volunteer training sessions. These ses- 
sions included a movie explaining FISH 
and a filmstrip on people opening up to 
each other. 


The sessions also included question and 


answer periods with "very little psy- 
chological training," according to Robin- 
son. 


"During training sessions we spent 


most of our time becoming a committed 
group,'' he said. 


FISH is a nonprofit organization that 


began in England and spread to the 
United States. Funds for publicity and 
monthly newsletters in Mount Prospect 
have been obtained from contributions 
through area churches and volunteers. 


Suburban Answering Service has pro- 


vided three months free service for the 
Mount Prospect organization, according 
to Robinson. After the three months are 
over, the service will be paid from con- 
tributions, he said.

Ponder O'Hare Suit 


An invitation from Park Ridge to enter 


into a joint lawsuit to postpone the ex- 
pansion of O'Hare Airport was referred 
to the Mount Prospect Village Board's 
subcommittee on public health and safe- 
ty by Mayor Robert Teichert Tuesday. 


Teichert told the board that Park 


Ridge, Schiller Park and Bensenville 
filed a suit in DuPage County court to 
postpone the expansion of O'Hare Airport 
and its facilities until the airlines adopt 
the necessary technological measures to 
limit further noise and air pollution. 


Although the suit has already been 


filed, Mount Prospect has been asked to 
participate in the proceedings because 
the collective strength of communities 
throughout the Northwest suburban area 
will be more advantageous in court. 


Teichert asked the board to consider 


t h e 
offer, 
especially 
since

trustees voted April 28 to approve a reso- 
lution pinpointing 
the 
environmental 


problems of noise and air pollution, ag- 
gravated by O'Hare Airport, as a public 
nuisance. 


The board voted unanimously to ap- 


prove the resolution charging "noise, air 
pollution, traffic, congestion and the dan- 
ger of air collision" constitute a threat to 
the public health, safety and general wel- 
fare of the residents of Mount Prospect. 


Prior to passage of the resolution in 


April, the village board had been asked 
by James Galloway, village maanger of 
Park Ridge, to participate in the suit. 
The village board made no decision at 
the time, pending the collection of per- 
tinent information on the case. 


Teichert told the board Tuesday the 


lawsuit has a good chance of winning in 
court, since the expansion of O'Hare Air- 
port will aggravate an existing nuisance 
beyond a tolerable level. 


"If we decide to join in the lawsuit, 


then we must commit ourselves to pay- 
ing a cost of 25 cents per capita over a 
two-year period. This change will help 
defray the cost of the lawsuit, which will 
probably amount to about $100,000. 


"Although Park Ridge will assume the 


lion's share of the cost and the lawsuit 
will not be withdrawn if we don't partici- 


pate, our joining the suit will help con- 
vince the courts that there are a lot of 
people in this area who are concerned 
about the expansion of the airport," Tei- 
chert said. 


When the village board approved the 


resolution declaring airport expansion as 
a public nuisance, village trustees left 
themselves an open avenue for filing a 
lawsuit against the airport or for partici- 
pating in the lawsuit already filed by 
Park Ridge, Schiller Park and Ben- 
senville. 


Teichert said if the board voted to join 


the suit, two members from each com- 
munity will serve on the litigation board 
to protect each village's interest in the 
case. 


Although noise and air pollution will 


never be eliminated, the motive in filing 
,the suit is to reduce pollution to a toler- 
able level which can be attained through 
technology today. 


The issue will be discussed at a health 


and safety committee meeting scheduled 
for July 8. 


Storm Damage Is Light Here 


Storm damage was estimated as light 


yesterday, 
following 
wind and 
rain 


storms which swept through Mount Pros- 
pect Wednesday afternoon. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, estimated about 20 trees will have 
to be chopped down as a result of the 
storm damage. With the exception of 
about six big trees which were ripped 
apart by the storm', the majority of dam- 
age was done to small trees, whose 
trunks were split in half by lightning or 
gusts of wind. 


Storm damage was scattered through- 


out the village and no one section of town 
was hit hard by the storm. 


Power lines along Mount Prospect 


Road, Northwest Highway and in the 
area of Milburn and I-Oka Streets were 
knocked down and electricity was tempo- 
rarily disconnected in homes and busi- 
nesses throughout the village. 


THE VILLAGE HALL and public 


works building were without electrical 
power for about an hour late Wednesday 
afternoon, although emergency gener- 
ators were activated to supply power to 
sections of the building. 


Telephone service was also temporar- 


ily disconnected throughout the village. 


Several windows were broken in a new 


.building, still under construction, at Ed- 
ward Street and Northwest Highway. 
Sections of the roof were reportedly dam- 
aged, scattering shingles and tar paper 
around the construction site. 


Roof damage was also reported at the 


Windigo Motel, 1801 E. Algonquin Rd. 


Creamer said most of the damage in 


the village was done to trees and shrubs. 
"We had a lot of brush, mostly tree-top 
branches, scattered around town. And 
our tree damage wasn't that much, 


mainly because we've been doing quite a 
bit of trimming all summer.

Guillou agreed with the statement 


made by Michael Wiener, 34 E. Jeffery 
Ln., who said "How can we spend money 
to send our boys to Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia to get killed and up to the moon 
and we can't spend money here to take 
care of our own people. 


Guillou also suggested that local resi- 


dents or the village file suits against 
large developments being built upstream 
on the creek. He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to drain water off their 
property. However the law is being -p- 
plied to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis 
of faulty application of the old law. 


Guillou also noted Wheeling's problems 


could not be completely solved by im- 
provement of the creek alone. He urged 
residents of all villages bordering the 
Des Plaines River to ban together to 
push for a $9 million river improvement 
project. After residents told the flooding 
story to Guillou, he urged them to mus- 
ter support to tell state officials that 
flooding should have priority over pollu- 
tion and recreation. 


"I'm going to be really blunt," Guillou 


said, "the people of Illinois believe that 
Lake Michigan is dying, and it's not. 
We're spending $100,000 on pollution. The 


voters have been over-sold a package on 
pollution and recreation." 


He also told residents that removing 


debris and trees from the creek could 
double the capacity of the existing basin. 
While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work on 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said.

Noting another 
difference 
between 


FHA housing and public housing, Calla- 
han noted, "FHA housing is privately fi- 
nanced, constructed, owned, managed 
and pays its full share of property taxes. 
FHA, for a fee, simply insures the mort- 
gage, just as the U.S. government insur- 
es savings bonds. 


The Loyola University graduate noted 


that FHA also limits the number of per- 
sons in a unit to prevent overcrowding — 
something that cannot be done with pri- 
vately financed housing. 


Callahan reminded, "Most opponents 


of FHA insured housing forget that it 
was the Veterans' Administration that 
gave them the chance to get a 'leg up'. 
They seem to have short memories." 


Callahan said if housing is to come 


about for the low and moderate income 
families, these myths must be dispelled 
before everyone lives on "Indian reser- 
vations" according to their economic lev- 
el. He said it is now possible under FHA 
to mix sale and rental homes, moderate 
and low income homes and FHA and pri- 
vately financed homes together. "The 
mixture is possible — in fact it has to be 
done," he added.

School board members John Stull and 


Donald McKay will chair the meeting, 
attended by representatives from the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation, district PTAs, the Lions Club, the 
Prospect Heights Park District, the Ar- 
lington Vista Homeowners Association, 
the Tallyrand Homeowners Association 
and Dunroven Homeowners Association. 
The general public is also invited to at- 
tend.

According to Stull, "we plan to break 


up into subcommittees at the meeting to 
study different aspects of the problem, 
before we settle on a solution." 


ESSENTIALLY THE problem is a lack 


of sidewalks at district schools. The most 
dangerous areas are, according to Stull, 
Palatine, Schoenbeck, Camp McDonald 
and Elmhurst roads. 


"Our community has changed more in 


the last five years than in the 15 years 
prior. We are a community with major 
traffic problems that have to be recti- 
fied. It is time the community took ac- 
tion," said Stull. 


During the summer and fall months 


most of the discussion about sidewalks 
centered on the newly constructed Eisen- 
hower School at Schoenbeck and Camp 
McDonald roads. 


Former board member Mrs. Maureen 


Sandstrom introduced a resolution at a 
number of school board meetings to "is- 
sue tax anticipation warrants from the 
building fund to install sidewalks on the 
south side of the Eisenhower School 
property, at a cost not to exceed $7,000." 


MRS. SANDSTROM'S resolution was 


not passed by the school board partly be- 
cause the Jaycees had already proposed 
to build a wooden bridge and gravel 
walkway from the Eisenhower School to 
Elm Street. 


Stull took another stand saying, "I 


don't think the district can afford to 
build a walk at Eisenhower. I can't in 
clear conscience pass a resolution that 
would affect one school without providing 
for sidewalks at all of the schools." 


The issue was originally brought up 


when a petition for "stop" signs, "reduce 
speed" signs and a sidewalk was circu- 
lated among residents in the Eisenhower 
School area last summer. However, in 
response to the petitions, the state said it 
could not install the sidewalk because of 
lack of funds and legal complications. 
The Jaycees made their offer following 
the state's refusal. 


THE NEED FOR sidewalks was accen- 


tuated in December when a MacArthur 
Junior High School student, Ronald Net- 
tles, was killed. Ronald was walking east 
in the middle of frontage lane of Palatine 
Road when he was struck by a truck. 


After the accident, school board mem- 


bers considered the feasibility of a refer- 
endum to fund sidewalks or a collection 
sponsored by community organizations. 


Now, the community organizations will 


meet Monday night to try to resolve the 
problem, which has plagued the school 
board for months.

Guillou: Petition For Flood Help 


Petitions to state representatives, a 


survey of flood damage cost, and an or- 
gani2ed effort to get the Des Plaines Riv- 
er widened is what John C. Guillou rec- 
ommended last night to solve Wheeling 
flooding problems. 


Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 


Division of Waterways (IUW) answered 
questions about recent flooding for an au- 
dience of about 75 Wheeling area resi- 
dents. 


Guillou, who came to Wheeling from

Springfield at the request of Village 
Pros. Ted C. Scanlon, explained to local 
residents IDW's plight. 


A budget of $7.7 million annually must 


serve the entire state for water prob- 
lems. Guillou said the figure is less than 
five per cent of the annual increase in 
state public aid. He told residents that a 
situation report and study of the Wheel- 
ing drainage ditch-Buffalo Creek had 
been completed. The program calls for a 
S2 4 million widening and deepening of 
the creek he said. Limited funds have 
kept the program from receiving legisla- 
tive approval. 


"Your state government must be told 


how important this is," he explained. He 
urged residents to write to the governor 
and to state representatives, to encour- 
age passage of the legislation. 


Guillou agreed with the statement 


made by Michael Wiener, 34 E. Jeffery 
Ln., who said "How can we spend money 
to send our boys to Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia to get killed and up to the moon 
and we can't spend money here to take 
care of our own people. 


Guillou also suggested that local resi- 


dents or the village file suits against 
large developments being built upstream 
on the creek. He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to drain water off their 
property. However the law is being -p- 
plied to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis 
of faulty application of the old law. 


Guillou also noted Wheeling's problems 


could not be completely solved by im- 
provement of the creek atone. He urged 
residents of all villages bordering the 
Des Plaines River to ban together to 
push for a $9 million river improvement 
project. After residents told the flooding 
story to Guillou, he urged them to mus- 
ter support to tell state officials that 
flooding should have priority over pollu- 
tion and recreation. 


"I'm going to be really blunt," Guillou 


said, "the people of Illinois believe that 
Lake Michigan is dying, and it's not. 
We're spending $100,000 on pollution. The 


voters have been over-sold a package on 
pollution and recreation." 


He also told residents that removing 


debris and trees from the creek could 
double the capacity of the existing basin. 
While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work on 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said.

In public housing, if the income 
exceeds certain limitations, the family is 
forced to move from their home." 


Noting another 
difference 
between 


FHA housing and public housing, Calla- 
han noted, "FHA housing is privately fi- 
nanced, constructed, owned, managed 
and pays its full share of property taxes. 
FHA, for a fee, simply injures the mort- 
gage, just as the U.S. government insur- 
es savings bonds. 


The Loyola University graduate noted 


that FHA also limits the number of per- 
sons in a unit to prevent overcrowding — 
something that cannot be done with pri- 
vately financed housing. 


Callahan reminded, "Most opponents 


of FHA insured housing forget that it 
was the Veterans' Administration that 
gave them the chance to get a 'leg up'. 
They seem to have short memories." 


Callahan said if housing is to come 


about for the low and moderate income 
families, these myths must be dispelled 
before everyone lives on "Indian reser- 
vations" according to their economic lev- 
el. He said it is now possible under FHA 
to mix sale and rental homes, moderate 
and low income homes and FHA and pri- 
vately financed homes together. "The 
mixture is possible — in fact it has to be 
done," he added.

6NITRO' Bomb Just a Prop 


The mystery of the bomb found in a

The 
bottles, marked "NITRO," were taken 
home by the students. A call to police 
was followed by a call to the Army bomb 
disposal unit at Fort Sheridan, 111. 


A bomb expert from the Army was re- 


ported to have tentatively identified the 
contents of the bottles as a mixture of 
low-grade nitroglycerine and TNT. He 
took the bottles back to Fort Sheridan for 
final analysis. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, who 


have been investigating the incident, said 
the mystery was solved by a phone call 
Tuesday from Clyde Conley, 1515 N. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


Conley told police his son Greg had 


made a speech at the school on ex- 
plosives. He said prior to the speech he 
helped his son devise "props" for the 
talk. He said one of the bottles was filled 
with a mixture of water and acne lotion 
and marked "NITRO." Conley said an- 
other bottle was filled with flour. 


Arlington Heights police notified the 


bomb unit of the information and was 
told the analysis would continue. A call 
later in the day from the unit confirmed 
the bottles contained no explosives.

Water Warning 
Enters 8th Day 


The warning to boil drinking water 


that was issued last Thursday to Buffalo 
Grove residents served by the Buffalo 
Utility Co. is entering its eighth day. 


Cook County Health Department offi- 


cials refuse to lift the warning because 
yet another water sample, taken Wednes- 
day, showed evidence of organisms 


Steven Nick, of the health department, 


said yesterday, "Out of six samples, one 
had some growth in it. But the labora- 
tory doesn't know whether or not it's pol- 
lutable or not." 


Nick said more tests would be per- 


formed on the "bad" sample. "It takes 
longer to check samples the second time 
than the first time. The bacteriologist 
thinks it will be all right, but there is no 
conclusive evidence either way yet." 


NICK 
SAID his department would 


know by tomorrow morning at the 
earliest whether the organisms found in 
the water were of the pollution type. He 
said more samples of water were taken 
yesterday. 


"They are still putting more than the 


normal amount of chlorine in the water 
as far as I know." (The utility company 
was ordered to add extra chlorine to its 
water at the same time the warning to 
boil drinking water was made). 


Nick said that Ken Rodeck, manager 


of the utility company, told him Wednes- 
day that water pressure was almost back 
to normal. 


"Normally," said Nick, "one bad 


sample in 26 can be discounted, but un- 
der the circumstances, we have to be 
careful. So the warning to boil drinking 
water remains in effect." 


Harris Gets The Bond Bid 


Harris Trust and Savings Bank of Chi- 


cago was awarded the bid on a $2 million 
building bond issue Wednesday by the 
Dist.

The Harris Trust interest rate was 6.25 


per cent.

May Be Canceled 


All but a few in the Buffalo Grove 


Park District's summer programs are in 
danger of being canceled, the victims of 
low registrations. 


Park officials report that only 150 vil- 


lage youths have signed up for the vari- 
ous programs, not 250 as had been re- 
ported earlier. 


Of the 150, about 50 children have 


signed up for the various preschool pro- 
grams. The remaining 100 registrants 
are spread among the approximately 20 
programs. 


Mrs. Gary Armstrong, a park commis- 


sioner who is parks supervisor, said yes- 
terday, "The turnout for summer park 
program registration is poor enough that 
some of them may have to be shut down. 
For many of the activities, only a few 
persons have signed up." 


THE PROGRAMS themselves will not 


be the only victims of a poor turnout for 
the summer programs. 


About 20 junior, high, high school and 


college students have been hired by the 
park district as counselors for the vari- 
ous programs. If many of the programs 
are canceled, the counselors will be 
without jobs. Park officials fear that un- 
less registration increases today and to- 
morrow, as many as half the counselors 
might be without jobs. 


Residents received a brochure almost 


two weeks ago listing the various sum- 
mer programs, their times and places, 
and tile fees that will be charged. Per- 
sons have been registering on weekends 
for the last two weeks. This week regis- 
tration has been held from 10 a.m. 
through 3 p.m. daily at the Emmerich 
Park Building, 150 Raupp Blvd. Regis- 
tration will continue through tomorrow 
at the park building. 


MRS. ARMSTRONG said "every single 


program, with the exception of the pre- 
school programs is in trouble. If the reg- 
istration does not increase, I frankly feel 
that the only thing we can do is to con- 


solidate the programs we have and run 
them with about five counselors. 


"What's I'm hoping is that today and 


tomorrow the kids who are registered 
talk their friends into signing up for pro- 
grams," she said. 


Park officials anticipate the fees 


charged for the programs are enough to 
make the programs self-sustaining. No 
profit is made on them. Salaries for the 
approximately 20 counselors are ex- 
pected to total about $7,500 for the sum- 
mer. 


To make the present set of programs 


financially self-sustaining, Mrs. Arm- 
strong estimated about 700 registrations 
were needed.

Community Views 


Safety Of Kids 


Cropping up at Dist. 23 school board 


meetings since last summer, the issue of 
children's safety when walking to school 
will be put before the entire community 
Monday night at 7:30 in the Mac Arthur 
Junior High School. 


School board members John Stull and 


Donald McKay will chair the meeting, 
attended by representatives 
from the 


Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation, district PTAs, the Lions Club, the 
Prospect Heights Park District, the Ar- 
lington Vista Homeowners Association, 
the Tallyrand Homeowners Association 
and Dunroven Homeowners Association. 
The general public is also invited to at- 
tend. 


According to Stull, "we plan to break 


up into subcommittees at the meeting to 
study different aspects of the problem, 
before we settle on a solution." 


ESSENTIALLY THE problem is a lack 


of sidewalks at district schools. The most 
dangerous areas are, according to Stull, 
Palatine, Schoenbeck, Camp McDonald 
and Elmhurst roads. 


"Our community has changed more in 


the last five years than in the 15 years 
prior. We are a community with major 
traffic problems that have to be recti- 
fied. It is time the community took ac- 
tion," said Stull. 


During the summer and fall months 


most of the discussion about sidewalks 
centered on the newly constructed Eisen- 
hower School at Schoenbeck and Camp 
McDonald roads. 


Former board member Mrs. Maureen 


Sandstrom introduced a resolution at a 
number of school board meetings to "is- 
sue tax anticipation warrants from the 
building fund to install sidewalks on the 
south side of the Eisenhower School 
property, at a cost not to exceed $7,000." 


MRS. 
SANDSTROM'S resolution was 


not passed by the school board partly be- 
cause the Jaycees had already proposed 
to build a wooden bridge and gravel 
walkway from the Eisenhower School to 
Elm Street. 


Stull took another stand saying, 
"I 


don't think the district can afford to 
build a walk at Eisenhower. I can't in 
clear conscience pass a resolution that 
would affect one school without providing 
for sidewalks at all of the schools." 


The issue was originally brought up 


when a petition for "stop" signs, "reduce 
speed" signs and a sidewalk was circu- 
lated among residents in the Eisenhower 
School area last summer. However, in 
response to the petitions, the state said it 
could not install the sidewalk because of 
lack of funds and legal complications. 
The Jaycees made their offer following 
the state's refusal. 


THE NEED FOR sidewalks was accen- 


tuated in December when a MacArthur 
Junior High School student, Ronald Net- 
tles, was killed. Ronald was walking east 
in the middle of frontage lane of Palatine 
Road when he was struck by a truck. 


After the accident, school board mem- 


bers considered the feasibility of a refer- 
endum to fund sidewalks or a collection 
sponsored by community organizations. 


Charges Filed

Water Warning 
Enters 8th Day 


The warning to boil drinking water 


that was issued last Thursday to Buffalo 
Grove residents served by the Buffalo 
Utility Co. is entering its eighth day. 


Cook County Health Department offi- 


cials refuse to lift the warning because 
yet another water sample, taken Wednes- 
day, showed evidence of organisms. 


Steven Nick, of the health department, 


said yesterday. "Out of six samples, one 
had some growth in it. But the labora- 
tory doesn't know whether or not it's pol- 
lutable or not." 


Nick said more tests would be per- 


formed on the "bad" sample. "It takes 
longer to check samples the second time 
than the first time. The bacteriologist 
thinks it will be all right, but there is no 
conclusive evidence either way yet." 


NICK SAID his department would 


know by tomorrow morning at the 
earliest whether the organisms found in 
the water were of the pollution type. He 
said more samples of water were taken 
yesterday. 


"They are still putting more than the 


normal amount of chlorine in the water 
as far as I know." (The utility company 
was ordered to add extra chlorine to its 
water at the same time the warning to 
boil drinking water was rrfade). 


Nick said that Ken Rodeck, manager 


of the utility company, told him Wednes- 
day that water pressure was almost back 
to normal. 


"Normally," said Nick, "one bad 


sample in 26 can be discounted, but un- 
der the circumstances, we have to be 
careful. So the warning to boil drinking 
water remains in effect." 


Annexations Being Studied 


Annexation of a commercial area and 


a church south of the intersection of 
Elmhurst and Hintz roads is being stud- 
ied by the Wheeling real estate and zon- 
ing committee, an arm of the village 
board. 


At a committee meeting Monday, vil- 


lage trustees discussed the annexation of 
the Prospect Heights area which in- 
cludes 14 businesses in a shopping center 
with three gas stations. Abo part of the 
proposal is the Lutheran Church of the 
Good Shepherd. 


Board members noted the area would 


bring added revenue to the village. 
Directly across the street from Wheeling 
High School, the area is almost com- 
pletely surrounded by the village. 


COMMUTE HEAD, John Koeppen 


said the village would seek voluntary an- 
nexations so the area would be com- 
pletely surrounded. It could then be an- 
nexed to the village witttout consent of 
the remaining property owners. 


Wheeling has been working recently to 


annex a number of unincorporated areas 
completely surrounded by the village. 


Guillou: Petition State 
For Flood Assistance 


Petitions to state representatives, a 


survey of flood damage cost, and an or- 
ganized effort to get the Des Plaines Riv- 
er widened is what John C. Guillou rec- 
ommended last night to solve Wheeling 
flooding problems. 


Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 


Division of Waterways (1DW) answered 
questions about recent flooding for an au- 
dience of about 75 Wheeling area resi- 
dents. 


Guillou, who came to Wheeling from 


Springfield at the request of Village 
Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, explained to local 
residents IDW's plight. 


A budget of $7.7 million annually must 


serve the entire state for water prob- 
lems. Guillou said the figure is less than 
five per cent of the annual increase in 
state public aid. He told residents that a 
situation report and study of the Wheel- 
ing drainage ditch-Buffalo Creek had 
been completed. The program calls for a 


$2.4 million widening and deepening of 
the creek he said. Limited funds have 
kept the program from receiving legisla- 
tive approval. 


"Your state government must be told 


how important this is," he explained. He 
urged residents to write to the governor 
and to state representatives, to encour- 
age passage of the legislation. 


Guillou agreed with the statement 


made by Michael Wiener, 34 E. Jeffery 
Ln., who said "How can we spend money 
to send our boys to Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia to get killed and up to the moon 
and we can't spend money here to take 
care of our own people. 


Guillou also suggested that local resi- 


dents or the village file suits against 
large developments being built upstream 
on the creek. He said a long-standing Illi- 
nois agricultural law gives property own- 
ers the right to drain water off their 
property. However the law is being ap- 


plied to everything from shopping cen- 
ters to industrial complexes. He sug- 
gested an attorney might be able to find 
a court willing to issue an injunction 
against a large development on the basis 
of faulty application of the old law. 


Guillou also noted Wheeling's problems 


could not be completely solved by im- 
provement of the creek alone. He urged 
residents of all villages bordering the 
Des Plaines River to ban together to 
push for a $9 million river improvement 
project. After residents told the flooding 
story to Guillou, he urged them to mus- 
ter support to tell state officials that 
flooding shoulr* have priority over pollu- 
tion and reaction. 


"I'm going to be really blunt," Guillou 


said, "the people of Illinois believe that 
Lake Michigan is dying, and it's not. 
We're spending $100,000 on pollution. The 
voters have been over-sold a package on 
pollution and recreation." 


He also told residents that removing 


debris and trees from the creek could 
double the capacity of the existing basin. 
While he told the audience that a permit 
was necessary from the state to work o-\ 
the creek, he said that in an emergency, 
residents could probably clean the creek 
without state permission. 


"There has to be a re-dedication of 


state resources to take care of the prob- 
lem. If we keep nickle and diming our 
water resource problem, the problem 
won't be solved," he said. 


Lots Annexed To Village 


Twelve lots southeast of the inter- 


section of Strong Street and Wheeling 
Avenue were annexed to Wheeling this 
week as part of an attempt by the Wheel 
ing Village Board to annex the entire 
Strong Street area west of Wolf Road. 


The annexed lots may reduce the size 


of the total Strong Street unincorporated 
area to less than 60 acres. This would 
mean Wheeling could annex the area 
without the consent of property owners. 


THE LOTS ANNEXED Monday are 


owned through a trust held by the Wheel- 


ing Trust and Savings Bank. They were 
annexed voluntarily by a petition from 
the property owners. 


Wheeling's village board has been 


working to annex the 60-acre area for 
several months after Trustee Roger 
Strieker termed the area "a potential 
slum problem." 


Strieker said police and health protec- 


tion were needed in the area and that if 
it were annexed to the village those ser- 
vices could be provided.

Dist. 211 Boosts 
Computer Setup 


"It's kind of frightening," board mem- 


ber Mrs. Carolyn Mullins said after the 
Dist. 211 board approved a recommenda- 
tion to enlarge the district's data pro- 
cessing facilities by switching to a larger 
computer unit. 


Board members approved a recom- 


mendation to change from 4K (4,000 
character units) to a larger 12K (12,000 
character units) system last week. 


This means that the district's existing 


computer setup is not sufficient to handle 
the present workload, administrative as- 
sistant John O'Dell said. 


In a special report on data processing 


that O'Dell recently completed, he said 
"With more than 1,000 incoming students 
per year, our workload can be expected 
to increase by 42 per cent during the 
next three years, imposing a burden on a 
system that already is in difficulty. 


"ONE OF the difficulties of the present 


system is that each card must be pro- 
cessed separately and in a continuing se- 
quence," he added. 


The district's data processing system 


was installed in 1966 for a school district 
with an enrollment of 3,500 to 4,000. The 
district's enrollment next fall will exceed 
7,000. 


O'Dell said the district's four-man data 


processing staff does not even have the 
scope of equipment which data process- 
ing classes have. 


The programs which Dist. 211 now runs 


through the data processing system be- 
long to three main areas' payroll, stu- 
dent reporting, and miscellaneous pro- 
grams. 


O'Dell said a new and bigger system 


would be able to handle man> other key 


areas in which the district needs "instant 
information retrieval capability." 


"THE PLANNING and administration 


of an $11,000,000 budget, the rapidly in- 
creasing enrollment, and building pro- 
gram and the many increases in finan- 
cial transactions are the causes that dic- 
tate the need for an increased data pro- 
cessing capacity. 


The larger 12K system would be able 


to program other areas including ac- 
counting, budgeting, cost accounting, 
personnel, purchasing, inventory and 
state reports. 


The total cost of acquiring the addition- 


al equipment and personnel needed to op- 
erate it would be about $22,000 O'Dell 
said. 


The current actual expenditures for the 


district's present system amounts to 
$74,144, which includes salaries, equip- 
ment, service bureaus and supplies. 


O'Dell said the new system will hope- 


fully be installed and ready to operate by 
the opening of school this September.

"The issue seems to be that people 


want a Hoffman Estates high school," 
John O'Dell, administrative assistant to 
the Superintendent of Dist. 211, told Hoff- 
man Estates Jaycees Wednesday night. 


O'Dell spoke to the Jaycees in Hoffman 


Estates on the merits of each of two 
Schaumburg Township sites as the loca- 
tion of the district's fifth high school. 
One of the proposed sites is a 40-acre site 
on Higgins Road in Hoffman Estates 
The other site is at Wise and Plum 
Grove Roads in Schaumburg, and it can 
be expanded to a 60-acre site. 


Hoffman Estates Jaycees will take a 


stand as an organization on the 'ocation 
of the next Dist. 211 high school at the 
July membership meeting 


O'DELL'S APPEARANCE before the 


Jaycee group was scheduled to compile 
facts about the proposed high school lo- 
cation in Schaumburg Township 


The long range planning committee of 


Dist. 211 has recommended school sites 
of 60 acres, O'Dell told the Jaycee au- 
dience, based on standards recommend- 
ed by the American Association of School 
Administrators. 


"Will the site of the next high school be 


decided by seven people rather than the 
community at large?" asked a Jaycee 
member during a question and answer 
session. 


"The (Dist. 211) board will make a 


recommendation on the high school site 
before it goes to the voters," stated 
O'Dell. He said a referendum on the next 
two high schools proposed for construc- 
tion in Dist. 211 would be held in 90 days 


COMMUNITY RESIDENTS who favor 


one possible high school site over another 
— Hoffman Estates vs. Schaumburg — 
for the fifth high school in Dist 211 are 
"pointing a gun at the board" in threat- 
ening opposition to the coming referen- 
dum, O'Dell asserted. 


Some residents have indicated they 


would vote against the referendum if a 
certain site wasn't selected for the next 
high school, he said 


If the fifth high school in Dist. 211 is 


not built in Hoffman Estates, O'Dell 
added, then a high school scheduled to 


open in 1978 would probably be construct- 
ed m the community. The sixth high 
school to be constructed in Dist 211 is to 
be built in Palatine Township 


"When the time comes for the board to 


pick a school site," said O'Dell, "I hope 
the choice will be based on educational 
reasons, and not political ones." 


Questioned about the area surrounding 


each site, O'Dell said both sites are lo- 
cated in areas with a projected popu- 
lation density. However, some members 
of the audience contended that popu- 
lation growth is proceeding at a faster 
rate in Hoffman Estates, with apartment 
construction in full swing 


IF A 40-ACRE site in Hoffman Estates 


is inadequate in 1970, will it be more ac- 
ceptable in 1978, O'Dell was asked. 


He replied that a 40-acre site would not 


be more acceptable in 1978, unless no 
other site was available However, the 
present site in Hoffman Estates could 
possibly be exchanged for another site in 
the interim, the administrative assistant 
noted. 


Wouldn't more pupils be bused to the 


site in Schaumburg than the proposed 
location in Hoffman Estates? 


Dist. 211 receives reimbursement from 


the state for transporting pupils, said 
O'Dell, and there would be no greater 
cost for transportation with one site over 
another.

Higher education is supposed to be the 


key to success in today's economy Some 
high school students, however are finding 
training they receive in study-work pro- 
grams more valuable 


"The work program more or less pre- 


pares you for the outside world and 
things such as budgets. We know what to 
expect in everyday life concerning mon- 
ey and legal things, said eighteen-year 
old Debbie Rathbun 


"It prepares you for the outside world 


more than college does Of course, I 
can't really be too sure about that be- 
cause I've never been to college " 


As one of 130 students in Conant High 


School's study-work program, recently 
graduated Debbie spent half the day in 
school and the remainder working at the 
Hoffman Estates park district office 


"I liked it a lot because we studied 


things that pertain to our life. And we 
also got to choose what we studied 


"BUT IT'S not easy and there's a lot of 


legal stuff (in the courses), like leases," 
Debbie said 


"We had a lawyer come in and talk to 


us and that was real interesting. It's not 
all straight out of the book, and in fact, 
we hardly used our text at all." 


Debbie transferred into the Conant dis- 


trict from Michigan two years ago and 
"just hated the school Then I talked to 
one of the counselors and he told me 
about the work program " 


She "started out at Zayre's and found 


out I didn't like sales work Then I heard 
about this job and came over here and 
applied and they hired me." 


Debbie is currently a full-time worker 


for the Hoffman Estates Park District 


Her job is so interesting she says, "I 


like my job, I mean I love my job be- 
cause I work with people and it's nice to 


meet all the people you can." 


UNDER THE work program, Debbie 


started at the bottom, like most other 
employees. 


"Right now, I'm doing the payroll but I 


just got that because it comes with se- 
niority time. 


"I started at the very lowest spot, 


working on the scrapbook, for instance, 
and now I'm doing everything except the 
(financial) books." 


She continued, "This sure isn't just a 


way to get away from school because 
you work hard in class and on the job. 
You've only got to work 15 hours a week 
but I've been working between 30 and 40 
hours per week." 


As the program is set up, "Most of the 


kids don't go to college and that's more 
so for a four-year college than a junior 
college," Debbie explained. 


"They really can't go to a four-year

Sad Story of a 'Runaway9

tions to help teenagers such as Jimmy in 
the story below. Hts story was presented 
by Thomas Smith, Elk Grove Community 
Services director. It is a true story with 
n a m e s and other identifying data 
changed.) 


Jimmy is a 15-year-old high school 


sophomore, who states he finds little of 
interest in school, and plans to quit at 16, 
if he can. He doesn't know what he'll do 
then, but admits he may "have to run 
away from home, 'cuz my old man will 
come down on my head." He is a low- 
average student, and has not had any 
great trouble at school. A couple of times 
he has cut out and spent the day with 
friends in a local home where both moth- 
er and father were working and gone. 
Those days were just "sit around and 
rap and drink some beer," sessions. 


Jim has a continual hassle with his 


parents over not doing better in school, 
not being serious about his life, and 
being "just like the other young rebels." 
He has a bit of hair on his head, and 
some disillusionment in his heart. He 
hasn't had a grass experience — but "I'd 
try it if it was around, when I was in the 
mood." He says that his biggest problem 
in the world is "keeping out of trouble." 


THE POLICE RECORDS show Jim 


was first booked when he was in sixth 
grade on a vandalism charge (he and his 
friends threw garbage all around behind 
a local store). The report gives note of 
"possible family tension" — but there 
was no follow-up. Then, in eighth grade, 
Jim was picked up for curfew violation, 
and last year he was a weekend "runa- 
way." So far this year he has "stayed 
clean." 


The parents say "We don't know what 


to do with the kid." They feel he's was- 
ting his life, that he doesn't have respect 
for authority, and that he's going to have 
to "learn the hard way, that he can't get 
everything he wants." 


After two contact sessions with a Com- 


munity Service worker, they admit ten- 
sion in their world. They were separated 
for a year when the kids were little. As 
they get into these areas they seem to 
feel a bit guilty — like they did some- 
thing that is now causing the trouble in 
Jim. They are also prone to blame each 
other, but both can also defend, saying, 
"We've done all we can do." 


WHAT'S GOING ON? Will Jim runa- 


way? Or experiment with drugs? Or, 
blow up at school? Or commit a crime? 
Will the parents reach out? Will commu- 


nication improve? 


Who can help? What comes next? To- 


morrow will tell! Jim is all too typical of 
Elk Grove Village! What can we do to 
help? 


"We'll take open space any time \ve 


can get it — horizontal or vertical," said 
Lew Smith, 171 Shadywood Lane, dis- 
tressed at the lack of parks in the Mark 
Hopkins School area.

4-Quarter School Gets Closer Look 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-quarter school year "at the 


earliest practical time." 


That's the proposal that Richard Bach- 


huber, chairman of the High School Dist. 
214 school board, put to the Committee of 
75 last night. 


Bachhuber, also chairman of Comm 75, 


which is studying a district scheduling 
change, has been writing a preliminary 
report to submit to tonight's meeting of 
the 11-man executive committee of the 
group. The committee was prepared to 
go over Bachhuber's first draft and re- 
work as much of it as necessary. 


IN THE DRAFT, Bachhuber said, "It 


was the feeling of the whole committee, 
expressed at the last general meeting, 
that only a preliminary report and rec- 
ommendation be written at this time. 


"It was suggested that a final report 


be postponed until September, when the 
results of our expanded summer session 
will be available. 


"So, at this time, the following prelimi- 


nary recommendation is made . . . that 
High School Dist. 214 implement a four- 
quarter school program at the earliest 
practical time." 


Aside from the recommendation, Bach- 


huber's draft outlines the progress of 
Comm 75, formed early this year to 
study ways of increasing educational op- 
portunities in the district. 


Bachhuber briefly summarizes the re- 


ports of the eight subcommittees in the 
report. Several of the committees specifi- 
cally recommend the four-quarter plan, 
while others did not make a recom- 
mendation for any specific plan. 


THE FOUR-QUARTER plan, as seen 


by Comm 75 members and school offi- 
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cials, would use existing school facilities 
almost 12 months a year. Students could 
attend either three or four quarters, and 
they could select which quarter they 
might stay out of school. 


Last fall, 13 officials from Dist. 214 and 


211 traveled to Atlanta, Ga., to examine 
that city's four-quarter plan. Atlanta is 
the first major city to adopt such a plan. 


School officials stress that Bachhuber's 


report is nothing more than the work of 
one person selected to draft a sample 


preliminary recommendation. They re- 
port that Comm 75 will have numerous 
opportunities to rework the proposal be- 
fore it goes to the board, perhaps as ear- 
ly as November, as a recommendation.

The Way We See It 
A Need Too Long Unmet 


Today the Clerics of St.. Viator 


will meet and perhaps decide on a 
course of action that could have a 
profound effect on the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Representatives of the Viatorian 


Order will meet to decide on the 
validity of a proposal that part of 
their land in Arlington Heights be 
used for the development of low 
and moderate income housing. 


The proposal came to the Via- 


torians from a small committee of 
seminarians, concerned citizens 
and local residents who feel there 
is an urgent need for adequate 
housing for all residents of the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. 


We believe the proposal to the 


Viatorians is a fair one and that 
the Clerics of St. Viator should 
make a firm decision to proceed 
with a housing development on 
their land. 


The need for some type of low 


and moderate income housing in 
the Northwest suburbs has been 
documented in statistics and in hu- 
man indignities for many years. 


A survey taken last year by Mis- 


sion Two of the Presbyterian 
church of Chicago clearly identi- 
fied adequate housing as the major 
need of Mexican-American fami- 
lies. 


That need was tragically empha- 


sized in a fire last winter which 
claimed the lives of three young 
children. 


Yet after years of neglect and 


governmental indifference, the ob- 
vious need for adequate housing in 
the suburbs is still unfulfilled. 


A personal visit to Elk Grove and 


Wheeling Townships by Lt. Gov- 
ernor Paul Simon focused state at- 
tention to the plight of some subur- 
ban families but did nothing con- 
crete toward alleviating slum con- 
ditions here. 


C o m m u n i t y organizations, 


church groups and selfless individ- 
uals have tried to help indigent 
families with only temporary suc- 
cess. 


What is needed in the Northwest 


The Fence Post 


suburbs is the type of large scale 
housing development that the Via- 
torian land can provide. 


Development of all or part of the 


60-acre tract near St. Viator high 
school would mean that prohibitive 
land costs would be avoided. A 
non-profit organization such as one 
which could be sponsored by the 
Viatorians would be eligible for 
help from the department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development. 


Properly planned and securely 


financed, the St. Viator land could 
become a model for low and mod- 
erate income development and at 
the same time do nothing to de- 
value the surrounding residential 
property. 


Yet a caution: With its great 


promise, the St. Viator land also 
carries the danger of developing 
Into a detriment to Arlington 
Heights. 


The danger lies in speculative fi- 


nancing and improper devel- 


opment. 
U n l e s s the Viatorian Order 


places first priority on questions of 
planning and financing, the land in 
Arlington Heights could become an 
example of well intentioned dream- 
ers creating another high rise 
ghetto. 


With these precautions in mind, 


we urge the Clerics of St. Viator to 
commit themselves to developing 
their land for suburban families in 
search of decent housing.

The President descended from his high 


perch of aloofness from the nation's wor- 
sening economic situation Wednesday to 
officially recognize that the rich and the 
poor, the haves and the have-nots, the 
"taxeaters and the taxeaten" are all go- 
ing the way of forgotten men. 


This at once takes us back to the days 


of the Great Depression, in the memory 
of millions now living, when Roosevelt 
developed a program to rescue "the for- 
gotten man" via the federal government 
while Hoover, his predecessor, had in- 
sisted that economically the nation was 
"fundamentally sound." 


Moreover, Hoover preached the gospel 


of 
"American individualism" which 


meant that men gained in moral strength 
and intellectual vigor and kept the wolf 
from the door by looking after them- 
selves. Intervention by the national gov- 
ernment at Washington not only violated 
so-called historic economic laws which 
were beyond the scrutiny of the Supreme 
Court but would break down respect for 
constitutional laws on the part of the av- 
erage American and might even lead to 
"socialism" or as it is called today, a 
welfare state. 


HOOVER WAS probably right in his 


philosophy of human nature and govern- 
ment as restraint upon liberty. But he 
erred in what the Germans call "historic 
necessity" in the evolution of political 
and economic society. There is little 
doubt today that the New Deal's uses of 
the powers of the federal government in 
behalf of the individual in his economic 
relationships saved the nation from dis- 
aster. By stabilizing the economy and 
unifying the society, our nation over- 
came formidable military obstacles to 
assume a position of leadership of the 
free world. 


Today's challenge, like yesterday's, is 


from within and without. There is the 
need to stabilize the economy and unify 
the society. The two world wars broke 
the shackles of ancient colonialism and 
opened new vistas to the forgotten, have- 
not peoples everywhere. Despite all the 
misery of war and poverty a fresh 
breeze is blowing. There is an awakening 
taking place within our own country and 
throughout the world. It is unmistakable. 
There is a cry for economic and social 
justice and a leadership that under- 
stands. If history is any criterion that 
leadership must come. 


It is hi such an atmosphere that the 


President reviewed the problems of the 
economy. What appears now as probable 
is that the growing uncertainties in the

money marts, the stock market and in 
business everywhere has forced Mr. Nix- 
on to speak out. 


Inflation has to be stopped sometime, 


somewhere. The defeated 1968 Democrat- 
ic candidate for the Presidency has al- 
ready spoken on the matter. There is no 
doubt that he places the problems of the 
economy as the No. 1 concern of the 
people of this nation. In the last analysis 
the bread and butter issue is always a 
foremost one in our consumption-oriented 
society. Unemployment is a sin. 


BUT BEYOND THESE considerations, 


this administration is having its troubles 
maintaining a united front. It speaks 
loudly, but there is arising some question 
about the quality of the stick it carries 
and whether it is "really big." Unless a 
key to the problems of the economy is 
found, this Nixon Administration 
is 


doomed to fall more deeply in disarray. 
With the off-year elections but a little 
more than four months away, candidates 
under the Nixon umbrella are becoming 
nervous. This is a basic reason why the 
President had to go on the air. 


The Southern strategy looks less prom- 


ising (that man again) than it did a year 
ago, and those recalcitrant GOP Eastern 
liberals are to be desired more than 
Democrats (a la Stevenson III), or are 
they? New York's Mayor Lindsay could 
become a thorn in the side of Richard 
Nixon. At the other end of the spectrum 
is a successful and threatening political 
actor, Gov. Ronald Reagan of California. 
A deterioration econmy — increasing in- 
flation, unemployment, high prices and 
higher taxes — challenges the Nixon 
middle America from both right and left 
in the GOP. 


The President's remarks on how he in- 


tends to direct the economy to stop in- 
flation and provide price stability were 
on the order of "all things to all men." 
even liberals. By calling on management 
and labor to accept and pursue their "so- 
cial responsibility" to the nation he 
showed evidence of leaning to good liber- 
al doctrine to which even Gore Vidal, one 
of his most devastating journalistic crit- 
ics, must have said "bravo." 


Hurrah, this sounded like the 'new 


Nixon." But liberal hearts sank when he 
said nix to any "deficit financing" and 
price and wage controls. The President 
w h a c k e d the Democratic Congress 
around with a warning not to come up 
with fancy spending ideas just before the 
1970 elections. 


It was President Richard Nixon asking

"The workshop was focused directly on 


the district's reading program," Michel- 
son said. All materials used and dis- 
cussed were those presently in classroom 
use. 


Michelson added that the presentation 


of the workshop by the Scott-Foresman 
reading consultants is a "great set vice to 
the district, teachers and children.'

Dist. 211 Boosts 
Computer Setup 


"It's kind of frightening," board mem- 


ber Mrs. Carolyn Mullins said after ftie 
Dist 211 board approved a recommenda- 
tion to enlarge the district's data pro- 
cessing facilities by switching to a larger 
computer unit. 


Board members approved a recom- 


mendation to change from 4K (4,000 
character units) to a larger 12K (12,000 
character units) system last week. 


This means that the district's existing 


computer setup is not sufficient to handle 
the present workload, administrative as- 
sistant John O'Dell said. 


In a special report on data processing 


that O'Dell recently completed, he said 
"With more than 1,000 incoming students 
per year, our workload can be expected 
to increase by 42 per cent during the 
next three years, imposing a burden on a 
system that already is in difficulty. 


"ONE OF the difficulties of the present 


system is that each card must be pro- 
cessed separately and in a continuing se- 
quence," he added. 


The district's data processing system 


was installed in 1966 for a school district 
with an enrollment of 3,500 to 4,000. The 
district's enrollment next fall will exceed 
7,000. 


O'Dell said the district's four-man data 


processing staff does not even have the 
scope of equipment which data process- 
ing classes have. 


The programs which Dist 211 now runs 


through the data processing system be- 
long to three main areas: payroll, stu- 
dent reporting, and miscellaneous pro- 
grams. 


O'Dell said a new and bigger system 


would be able to handle many other key 


areas in which the district needs ''instant 
information retrieval capability." 


"THE 
PLANNING and administration 


of an $11,000,000 budget, the rapidly in- 
creasing enrollment, and building pro- 
gram and the many increases in finan- 
cial transactions are the causes that dic- 
tate the need for an increased data pro- 
cessing capacity. 


The larger 12K system would be able 


to program other areas including ac- 
counting, budgeting, cost accounting, 
personnel, purchasing, inventory and 
state reports. 


The total cost of acquiring the addition- 


al equipment and personnel needed to op- 
erate it would be about $22,000 O'Dell 
said. 


The current actual expenditures for the 


district's present system amounts to 
$74,144, which includes salaries, equip- 
ment, service bureaus and supplies 


O'Dell said the new system will hope- 


fully be installed and ready to operate by 
the opening of school this September.

Ed Moehling worries about his future 
"That's why I'm getting out of the 


business." says the 29-year-old Moehling, 
who grew up in Mount Prospect, played 
some sensational golf at Arlington High 
School and Northern Illinois University, 
and spent seven interesting but often 
frustrating years as a professional. 


Moehling is close to finalizing a deal as 


a sales representative with a major air 
lines. Regardless of what transpires in 
these negotiations, Ed has definitely de- 
cided to leave professional golf. 


"I'm 29, obviously not getting any 


younger, and I just have to think about 
the future, to start some real planning," 
emphasizes the 6-foot-3, 190-pounder who 
was the Illinois State Amateur champion 
for two straight years. 


"But despite everything, it wasn't an 


easy decision to make." 


A professional golfer always dreams of 


that first pot of gold, but dreams can't be 
cashed in at a bank.

might still be on the tour if I were mak- 
ing money because I just don't mind that 
type of life, the travel or fast pace. I love 
the game. But I've been through it for 
seven years off and on and feel this is 
the time to make the change. 


"I firmly believe now that you have to 


make at least $20,000 a year just to meet 
expenses on the tour. You have to win 
that much before you can even put any- 
thing in the bank. 


"Maybe you win one tourney and that 


does it for you, a $20,000 or $30,000 first 
prize, but how many even win one tour- 
nament? It's rough. It can be enjoyable 
and I don't really regret giving it a 


serious try, but it's rough." 


For Ed Moehling, who will complete 


his last commitment today as a pro gol- 
fer in a pro-celebrity at Bristol Oaks, 
Wis., the most agonizing part of the tour 
was that Monday qualifying. 


While fog still blankets the fairways 


and the greens are soaked with dew, the 
rabbits (the late Tony Lema called them 
rabbits "because they're always nibbling 
at the lettuce") assemble each Monday 
at the tournament site and bid for spots 
in the competition that begins Thursday. 


They don't have the exemptions, and 


they have to play for those spots in tb? 
big tourney. "It's the most terrifying 


thing in golf," tour standout Bert Yancey 
recently recalled. "It's worse than miss- 
ing a cut or blowing a U.S. Open. When 
you miss on Monday, you haven't got 
anything." 


There are various types ol exemptions, 


but a few cover the bulk of the field. In 
the charmed circle are those who have 
won the PGA championship which makes 
them exempt for life. Next in line are 
those who have won any official tourney, 
which exempts them for the next 12 
months. 


They did pass out exemptions to the 


top 60 money earners from the previous 
year, but that is to be replaced in 1971 by 
a more equitable point system based on 
this year's play. 


"Qualifying on Monday can be the 


toughest thing there is in golf — except 
winning a tourney," says Moehling. 


"On the rverage, there were probably 


150 of us out there each Monday, bidding 
for maybe just 15 places. Sure, you could 
shoot a 71 or 72 or 73 but that wasn't 
good enough." 


If you're in a tourney, and have one 


bad round, yon might still make some 
money. But, as Moehling admitted, there 
car. be much more pressure on a Mon- 
day. If you're shut out on Monday, you 
don't even have a chance. And the more 
you miss on Monday, the worse the pres- 
sure gets.

Ed Moehling has had both. He owns 


two hole-in-ones as a golfer, and he hit a 
300 game in bowling while in the service 
in St. Louis. 


Moehling carried a booming 207 aver- 


age in that St. Louis league and com- 
peted regularly with such current profes- 
sional bowling stars as Nelson Burton. 
Jr. and Bill Johnson. 


"Putting has always been the best part 


of my golf, but if I had to pick the most 
troublesome area, it would just be the 
inability to repeat a swing. And it doesn't 
make any difference what club it is. Ev- 
eryone on the tour has different swings, 
the basics are the same, but the swings 
are different. But the good players re- 
peat the swing every time. 


"Maybe the pressure got to me. I don't 


know. But now I know I can just go out 
and enjoy the game. 


"For a young boy coming up today. 


who really wants to give pro golf a try, 
you have to practice, practice, get in- 
struction, practice some more and ha\e 
the burning desire to be best. 


"And then if you've got all this talent." 


Ed continued, "and after all this practice 
and instruction, and with the willpower 
to keep in training all the time, then 
you've got a chance." 


Moehling admits that a youngster in 


the Midwest is definitely at a dis- 
advantage. "A boy around here will have 
to have patience," he says. "You can 
play golf for seven months out of the 
year at best. In the warm climates they 
play year-round and this naturally helps 
your game." 


Ed Moehling has decided to leave pro 


golf. It wasn't an easy decision. In the 
past few weeks, when he's gone out and 
shot rounds in the 60s, he wondered if he 
had made the right decision. Should be 
hang in there just a little while longer? 


There will be the days ahead when he 


thinks back to the 1969 Michigan Golf 
Classic and the thrill of leading a tour- 
ney in the final round. 


"Words can't explain that feeling," he 


recalls. "I was one stroke off the lead 
with 18 holes to play, and I started out 
the front nine with birdies at No. 2, 6, 7 
and 8 to wind up the front in 31. 


"I knew then what someone like a 


Palmer feels like when the crowd is be- 
hind him. Everybody was pulling for me. 
They were cheering me on, cheering ev- 
ery shot, every putt. It's hard to express 
but to have that crowd behind me like 
that is something I'll never forget." 


But for Moehling, and so many other 


young golfers trying to survive on the 
pro tour, the cheers, however encour- 
aging, can't pay the bills. 


There comes a time when a decision 


has to be made. Is it worth all those 
painful Mondays?

Board Acts On Fire Station Site 


The Bensenville Village Board was ex- 


pected to act last night on the fire station 
site lease the Bensenville Park District 
okayed Wednesday night. 


The property, on the southwest corner 


of the White Pines Golf Course at Jeffer- 
son Street and York Road, will be leased 
to the village for 20 years with two 20 
year options at $1 a year. The rental fee 
can be paid at anytime during the term 
of the lease. 


Under the lease agreement, the village 


would have control of the fire station 
property until the year 2030 when the 
second option runs out. At that time they 
could negotiate another option or make 
other arrangements. 


The village has the opportunity to buy 


the property from the park district at 
any time during the lease's term. How- 
ever, the White Pines bond holders would 


have to be consulted unless the bonds are 
paid off. Future revenue bonds would ex- 
clude the leased property, according to 
Ed Vertovec, park district attorney. 


THE LEASE includes a "hold harm- 


less clause " I .ulcr this stipulation, the 
park district would not be held respon- 
sible for any damage or liability on the 
fire station site. Board commissioners 
concurred this clause would be especially 
needed during the period of construction 
on the fire station. 


The village will have to pay the cost, 


not to exceed $10,000, for the replace- 
ment of a green on the golf course. Alan 
Randall, park director, said earlier the 
proposed fire station would not directly 
interfere \\ith the green, but because of 
course planning and aesthetic values, the 
green is being moved. 


Pilot's Death Queried

Scholten. 25. was killed June 13, 10 


miles northeast of Porterfield, Calif, on a 
training mission when his A-7 Corsair E 
jetplane failed to pull out of a dive-attack 
pattern. Scholten was stationed at Lem- 
more Air Base in Lemmore, Calif. 


Reportedly. Lt. Scholten had started a 


fmal attack dive and failed to respond to 
his commander's radio plea to level off 
his plunge. 


Naval authorities have speculated that 


Scholten experienced a blackout from a 
mechanical failure in the plane or his 
suit equipment. The lieutenant never re- 
sponded to his squadron commander's 
radio message or ejected himself from 
the falling plane. His jet crashed on a 
nearby mountain.

100 financed the $7,500 Fry 
study. 


The ISCS has granted $1,500 to supple- 


ment the cost of .the proposed study 
which is expected to cost $3.000. 


Martin Zuckerman, superintendent of 


Bensenville schools, was directed by the 
board to obtain several other bids before 
last night's joint meeting of Dists. 2 and 
100. 


THE ISCS study proposal was to be 


submitted to the closed meeting. The 
boards are meeting to discuss appli- 
cations for the position of business man- 
ager and other personnel situations af- 
fecting both boards. This warrants 
a 


closed session. However, neither board 
can act on the ISCS proposal until an 
open sesssion is held. 


Dist. 100 is planning a special meeting 


Tuesday at 8 p.m. in the Fenton faculty 
lounge and it is expected the study pro- 
posal will be acted upon at that time. 


Dist. 7 has already had some dis- 


cussion on the study proposal, but has 
not acted pending the reaction from Dist. 
100 and 2. 


According to Zuckerman of Bensenville 


schools, the ISCS proposed study will go 
beyond the Fry report. 


ITEMS THE ISCS survey will cover 


that the Fry report did not are enroll- 
ment projections, general curriculum, 
population projections, financial projec- 


tions and transportation problems, Zuck- 
erman said. The Fry report dealt mainly 
with the feasibility of reorganization of 
the district and the effectiveness of tne 
administration and management. 


"The board would accrue some bene- 


fits with a firm knowledgeable with the 
community problem," Zuckerman said 
"We want the citizens committee to work 
with the consulting firm." 


Board member Wilfred Prather ques- 


tioned whether the ISCS study was ap- 
propriate at this time. "By the time this 
report comes out it may be stale infor- 
mation," he said. 


The board projected it would take six 


months to complete the study. 


IN" OTHER board business. Tuesday 


night Zuckerman indicated about 15 ap- 
plicants have submitted resumes for the 
position of business manager.

Bensenville Elementary Dist. 2 and 


Fenton High School Dist. 100 received an 
"A" for admirable administrative organ- 
ization and effectiveness in the recent 
study by Fry Consultants. 


"We feel the managements of Dist. 2 


and 100 have done a fine job in devel- 
oping and maintaining an educational 
system in which Bensenville area resi- 
dents, whom we define to include citizens 
of Bensenville and Wood Dale, can have 
pride," the report said. 


Martin 
Zuckerman, 
superintendent, 


and Kenneth Carrol, business manager 
are employed jointly by Dist. 2 and 100. 
The positions of Norman West, Fenton 
principal and Kenneth Kaufman, Dist. 2 
assistant superintendent, were also stud- 
ied in the report. 


ESSENTIALLY, Fry studied the effec- 


tiveness of the present administrative or- 
ganization. They offered an alternative 
"split structure" as opposed to the pre- 
sent "combined structure" of adminis- 
tration. 


However, Fry indicated in b'ght of fi- 


n a n c i a 1 factors, educational consid- 
erations, the effect a "split structure" 
has on the ability to change district or- 
ganization and management efficiency 
the districts should maintain their pre- 
sent administrative structure. 


"While not without some dis- 


advantages, the current administrative 
organization structure appears to be pro- 
viding the districts with significant bene- 
fits which they would not derive from the 
alternative structure," The report said. 
"Accordingly, it would be inadvisable to 
reorganize the administrative structure 
by splitting-it." 


FRY CITED TWO drawbacks in the 


current administrative organization. 


Administrators having to report to two 


boards was cited by Fry as one of the 
disadvantages. 


"While this reporting relationship is 


feasible, it puts great pressure on the ad- 
ministrators," the report said. "For ex- 
ample, the number of meetings adminis- 
trators attend and the amount of paper 
work they handle is increased greatly. 
The result is that after the basic require- 
ments of the position are met and major 
policies are implemented time remaining 
is not as great as when administrators 
report to one board only." 


FRY ALSO CITED the added exposure 


of administrators serving two districts to 
the public was another drawback. 


'Because they are jointly employed 


administrators, their role in the educa- 
tional system is expanded and their ex- 
posure increased. As a result, these men 
become a focal point or lightning rod for 
dissent toward the school system in gen- 
eral." 


Overstaffing, finances, educational ad- 


vantages and efficient management were 
the basis for some of the questions posed 
by citizens, administrators and board 


members to Fry regarding the present 
structure. 


"Questions of overstaffing were raised 


by a number of respondents," the report 
said. "Yet, none could offer any hard 
evidence that demonstrated overstaffing. 
Evidence offered was circumstantial and 
based more on attitude, opinion and what 
they wanted to believe than on objective 
reality." 


FOR EXAMPLE, as Fry points out, 


several citizens implied the adminis- 
trators had too much time on their hands 
because they had been seen "wasting 
time at Plentywood or some other 
place." 


Based on opinions from the State Of- 


fice of Public Instruction, various educa- 
tional associations, former formal stud- 
ies of school Dist. 100 and 2 adminis- 
trative structure, and their own in- 
vestigations, Fry found no evidence of 
overstaffing. 


Based on a comparative study with 


other state and county school districts, 
Fry indicated the Bensenville school ad- 


ministrators were receiving no over- 
whelming salaries as some citizens pur- 
port, but said they were being paid "ap- 
propriate" salaries for their responsi- 
bility and position. 


FRY RECOMMENDED a plan be de- 


veloped "whereby constructive and well- 
f o u n d e d community dissent toward 
school system is handled properly and is 
not allowed to become misdirected." 


"Knowledgeable observers in respon- 


sible state and county educational posi- 
tions feel strongly that the current form 
of administrative organization in the two 
school districts is in the best interests of 
the district's pupils," Fry said. 


"The current administration fosters ef- 


ficient management of the district in 
some important ways. It increases or- 
ganization, fosters communication and 
helps to improve the planning and deci- 
sion-making process. Also, it provides a 
strong incentive to administrators and to 
some extent board members, to view the 
educational picture with a wide per- 
spective."

DuPage County's forest preserve pro- 


gram which has won nationwide atten- 
tion went on display Tuesday when the 
Forest Preserve Commission, LeRoy 
James, Downers Grove Township, presi- 
dent, viewed a 20 minute color movie 
showing the highlights of the progress 
being made at the county's 19 public 
park areas. 


Chuck Johnson, county forest preserve 


director since 1962, provided a detailed 
commentary 
which convinced every 


member of the commission that this 
countywide public park program justified 
the effort and tax money. Since 1962, 
Johnson says, the acreage has been ex- 
panded from 1400 to 8,000. Permits for 
forest preserve accommodations issued 
62,000 in 1962 grew to 221,000 in 1969. 


In the last decade the commission has 


set up a conservation program which 
provides protection for original fauna 
and flora in this part of Illinois and an 
educational program, directed by quali- 
fied naturalists. The program is attract- 
ing thousands of nature lovers to DuPage 
County preserves. Johnson estimates 
there are 50 different plant species, in- 
cluding the Cardinal flower and the origi- 
nal prairie Blue Stem grass which grows 
four to five feet tall. At the Churchill 
Preserve, west of Route 53 on St. Charles 
Road, there is a 40 acre plot of this grass 
where the Cardinal flower blooms. 


THE COUNTY headquarters is located 


on this preserve and is open to the public 
A 16-page brochure with pictures and 
map showing location and facilities for 
recreation, education, winter and sum- 
mer is available. 


According to Johnson, the forest pre- 


serve commission has initiated a pro- 
gram to preserve and restore historic 
sites. 


The old Graue water mill, one of the 


few still in operation in the nation, is a 
classic example of these efforts. Located 
at Fullersburg Preserve near Oak Brook, 
the mill is a pioneer original and is com- 
pletely restored through the generous ef- 
forts of many DuPage County citizens. It 
grinds cornmeal today and is an historic 
gem. 


On the Churchill Preserve is the site of 


the cabin of Deacon Winslow Churchill, 
called the first settler (1832) in DuPage 
County. In the vicinity was an Indian vil- 
lage whose inhabitants broke the prairie 
loneliness of the first white men in this 
area. It too will be restored. Other his- 
toric sites throughout the county will be 
given recognition. 


ROCKY GLEN, a picturesque 491 acre 


site on the Des Plaines River in the ex- 
treme southern part of the county, is go- 


ing to be a nature education center. Its 
outcropping rock formations and its 
proud sycamores make visitors give 
pause. Saw Mill Creek is an added in- 
centive for picnickers. 


In North DuPage 
County Pratt's 


Wayne Woods has 550 acres of lakes and 
marshes where wildlife abound. George 
Pratt, a commission member, whose 
family were pioneers of this area says 
Pratt's can't be beat for fishing, hiking 
and picnicking. But it ought to be said 
that many preserves feature this kind of 
recreation. 


Mallard Lake, the pride of Bloom- 


ingdale Township, is located near Clover- 
dale and has 750 acres rich in waterfowl. 
This is a principal hibernating location 
for ducks and geese. It's a spring-fed 
lake and Jack Wall says "it's full of 
fish." 


THE MAJOR boating areas in DuPage 


County are at Herrick Lake, southwest of 
Wheaton, and Blackwell Preserve, north 
of Warrenville. Sail boats, canoes and 
row boats are permitted. Sail boating is 
becoming a major sport on DuPage 
County's water acreage. It's agreed that 
water is a must for this era's sporting 
generation. If you're a sail-boater you 
can test your skill in regattas now being 
held in major water areas. 


THE BLACKWELL Preserve (1400 


acres), the pride of the Forest Preserve 
Commission and half way through the 
developmental stage, is a planned recre- 


ation area. Its two dug-out lakes, com- 
prising 500 acres, will be the largest and 
deepest bodies of water in the county. 
They have been developed by excavating 
clay and gravel. It is estimated that 2^ 
million yards of gravel have been dug up 
and sold, producing a revenue of 
$421,000. The gravel is sold mostly to in- 
dustrial plants for parking and road- 
ways. The clay is used for cover in the 
building of the celebrated 40 acre hill 
with refuse from the county. The lake 
banks have been landscaped and seeded 
and the lakes are now half filled with 
water. The hill, to be used for toboggan 
slides and ski runs, will be over 100 feet 
at its highest point. 


The big amphitheater on this site is 


now ready and will be used for outdoor 
educational and cultural programs. It is 
hoped, Johnson says, that private in- 
stitutions and organizations will make it 
a popular place... 


Commission Pres. James is proud of 


D u P a g e County's forest 
preserve 


achievements. He points out that the 
Blackwell project has received national 
recognition and its development is being 
followed with great interest by public 
park bodies throughout the country. Until 
the cutoff a year ago, said to be tem- 
porary because of a tight budget situ- 
ation at Washington, DuPage County was 
r e c e i v i n g dollar-for-dollar matching 
funds in its current land acquisition pro- 
gram.

Board Acts On Fire Station Site 


The Bensenville Village Board was ex- 


pected to act last night on the fire station 
site lease the Bensenville Park District 
okayed Wednesday night. 


The property, on the southwest corner 


of the White Pines Golf Course at Jeffer- 
son Street and York Road, will be leased 
to the village for 20 years with two 20 
year options at $1 a year. The rental fee 
can be paid at anytime during the term 
of the lease. 


Under the lease agreement, the village 


would have control of the fire station 
property until the year 2030 when the 
second option runs out. At that time they 
could negotiate another option or make 
other arrangements. 


The village has the opportunity to buy 


the property from the park district at 
any time during the lease's term. How- 
ever, the White Pines bond holders would 


have to be consulted unless the bonds are 
paid off. Future revenue bonds would ex- 
clude the leased property, according to 
Ed Vertovec, park district attorney. 


THE LEASE includes a "hold harm- 


less clause." Under this stipulation, the 
park district would not be held respon- 
sible for any damage or liability on the 
fire station site. Board commissioners 
concurred this clause would be especially 
needed during the period of construction 
on the fire station. 


The village will have to pay the cost, 


not to exceed $10,000, for the replace- 
ment of a green on the golf course. Alan 
Randall, park director, said earlier the 
proposed fire station would not directly 
interfere with the green, but because of 
course planning and aesthetic values, the 
green is being moved. 


Pilot's Death Queried 


Naval authorities are continuing to in- 


vestigate the death Saturday of Lt. (j. 
g.) William Scholten, 4N064 Wood Dale 
Road in Addison. 


Scholten, 25, was killed June 13, 10 


miles northeast of Porterfield, Calif, on a 
training mission when his A-7 Corsair E 
jetplane failed to pull out of a dive-attack 
pattern. Scholten was stationed at Lem- 
more Air Base in Lemmore, Calif. 


Reportedly, Lt. Scholten had started a 


final attack dive and failed to respond to 
his commander's radio plea to level off 
his plunge. 


Naval authorities have speculated that 


Scholten experienced a blackout from a 
mechanical failure in the plane or his 
suit equipment. The lieutenant never re- 
sponded to his squadron commander's 
radio message or ejected himself from 
the falling plane. His jet crashed on a 
nearby mountain.

in Chicago and Quincy College, Scholten 
was president of his college student 
council before enrolling in the U.S. Naval 
Air Corps three years ago.

100 financed the $7,500 Fry 
study. 


The ISCS has granted $1,500 to supple- 


ment the cost of the proposed study 
which is expected to cost $3,000. 


Martin Zuckerman, superintendent of 


Bensenville schools, was directed by the 
board to obtain several other bids before 
last night's joint meeting of Dists. 2 and 
100. 


THE ISCS study proposal was to be 


submitted to the closed meeting. The 
boards are meeting to discuss appli- 
cations for the position of business man- 
ager and other personnel situations af- 
fecting both boards. This warrants a 
closed session. However, neither board 
can act on the ISCS proposal until an 
open sesssion is held. 


Dist. 100 is planning a special meeting 


Tuesday at 8 p.m. in the Fenton faculty 
lounge and it is expected the study pro- 
posal will be acted upon at that time. 


Dist. 7 has already had some dis- 


cussion on the study proposal, but has 
not acted pending the reaction from Dist. 
100 and 2. 


According to Zuckerman of Bensenville 


schools, the ISCS proposed study will go 
beyond the Fry report. 


ITEMS THE ISCS survey will cover 


that the Fry report did not are enroll- 
ment projections, general curriculum, 
population projections, financial projec- 


tions and transportation problems, Zuck 
erman said. The Fry report dealt mainly 
with the feasibility of reorganization of 
the district and the effectiveness of the 
administration and management. 


"The board would accrue some bene 


fits with a firm knowledgeable with the 
community problem," Zuckerman said 
"We want the citizens committee to work 
with the consulting firm." 


Board member Wilfred Prather ques- 


tioned whether the ISCS study was ap- 
propriate at this time. "By the time this 
report comes out it may be stale infor- 
mation," he said. 


The board projected it would take six 


months to complete the study. 


IN OTHER board business, Tuesday 


night Zuckerman indicated about 15 ap- 
plicants have submitted resumes for the 
position of business manager. The cur- 
rent business manager, Kenneth Carroll, 
recently tendered his resignation. 


"Five of the applicants are currently

Donald Jenson was previously the only 
office on the juvenile staff. 


Mrs. Kathy Boetcher, 26, of Elm- 


hurst, has joined the juvenile division as 
a summer intern. Mrs. Boetcher will 
work with Jenson and Mendoza on juve- 
nile cases. 


MENDOZA HAS BEEN with the Ben- 


senville police force since 1966. He spe- 
cialized in narcotics and juvenile proce- 


dures at Triton College. During his term 
with the police force he has attended 28 
law enforcement courses as well as nar- 
cotics training with federal, state, local 
and Chicago law enforcement agencies. 
Mendoza lives in Wood Dale with his 
wife and two daughters. 


Chief Walter Tett said he was looking 


forward to placing another full-time offi- 
cer in the juvenile department. "We 
have two cadets now and when we get 
one more we will put a third officer in 
that department," the chief said.

Bensenville Elementary Dist. 2 and 


Fenton High School Dist. ICO received an 
"A" for admirable administrative organ- 
ization and effectiveness in the recent 
study by Fry Consultants. 


"We feel the managements of Dist. 2 


and 100 have done a fine job in devel- 
oping and maintaining an educational 
system in which Bensenville area resi- 
dents, whom we define to include citizens 
of Bensenville and Wood Dale, can have 
pride," the report said. 


Martin 
Zuckerman, 
superintendent, 


and Kenneth Carrol, business manager 
are employed jointly by Dist. 2 and 100. 
The positions of Norman West, Fenton 
principal and Kenneth Kaufman, Dist. 2 
assistant superintendent, were also stud- 
ied in the report. 


ESSENTIALLY, Fry studied the effec- 


tiveness of the present administrative or- 
ganization. They offered an alternative 
"split structure" as opposed to the pre- 
sent "combined structure" of adminis- 
tration. 


However, Fry indicated in light of fi- 


n a n c i a 1 factors, educational consid- 
erations, the effect a "split structure" 
has on the ability to change district or- 
ganization and management efficiency 
the districts should maintain their pre- 
sent administrative structure. 


" W h i l e not without some dis- 


advantages, the current administrative 
organization structure appears to be pro- 
viding the districts with significant bene- 
fits which they would not derive from the 
alternative structure," The report said. 
"Accordingly, it would be inadvisable to 
reorganize the administrative structure 
by splitting it." 


FRY CITED TWO drawbacks in the 


current administrative organization. 


Administrators having to report to two 


boards was cited by Fry as one of the 
disadvantages. 


"While this reporting relationship is 


feasible, it puts great pressure on the ad- 
ministrators," the report said. "For ex- 
ample, the number of meetings adminis- 
trators attend and the amount of paper 
work they handle is increased greatly. 
The result is that after the basic require- 
ments of the position are met and major 
policies are implemented time remaining 
is not as great as when administrators 
report to one board only." 


FRY ALSO CITED the added exposure 


of administrators serving two districts to 
the public was another drawback. 


'Because they are jointly employed 


administrators, their role in the educa- 
tional system is expanded and their ex- 
posure increased. As a result, these men 
become a focal point or lightning rod for 
dissent toward the school system in gen- 
eral." 


Overstaffing, finances, educational ad- 


vantages and efficient management were 
the basis for some of the questions posed1 
by citizens, administrators and board 


members to Fry regarding the present 
structure. 


"Questions of Overstaffing were raised 


by a number of respondents," the report 
said. "Yet, none could offer any hard 
evidence that demonstrated Overstaffing. 
Evidence offered was circumstantial and 
based more on attitude, opinion and what 
they wanted to believe than on objective 
reality." 


FOR EXAMPLE, as Fry points out, 


several citizens implied the admuW 
trators had too much time on their hands 
because they had been seen "wasting 
time at Plentywood or some other 
place." 


Based on opinions from the State Of- 


fice of Public Instruction, various educa- 
tional associations, former formal stud- 
ies of school Dist. 100 and 2 adminis- 
trative structure, and their own in- 
vestigations, Fry found no evidence of 
Overstaffing. 


Based on a comparative study with 


other state and county school districts 
Fry indicated the Bensenville school aA- 


ministrators were receiving no over- 
whelming salaries as some citizens pur- 
port, but said they were being paid "ap- 
propriate" salaries for their responsi- 
bility and position. 


FRY RECOMMENDED a plan be de- 


veloped "whereby constructive and well- 
f o u n d e d community dissent toward 
school system is handled properly and is 
not allowed to become misdirected." 


"Knowledgeable observers in respon- 


sible state and county educational posi- 
tions feel strongly that the current form 
of administrative organization in the two 
school districts is in the best interests of 
the district's pupils," Fry said. 


"The current administration fosters ef- 


ficient management of the district in 
some important ways. It increases or- 
ganization, fosters communication and 
helps to improve the planning and deci- 
sion-making process. Also, it provides a 
strong incentive to administrators and to 
some extent board members, to view the 
educational picture with a wide per- 
spective."

DuPage County's forest preserve pro- 


gram which has won nationwide atten- 
tion went on display Tuesday when the 
Forest Preserve Commission, 
LeRoy 


James, Downers Grove Township, presi- 
dent, viewed a 20 minute color movie 
showing the highlights of the progress 
being made at the county's 19 public 
park areas. 


Chuck Johnson, county forest preserve 


director since 1962, provided a detaUed 
commentary 
which 
convinced every 


member of the commission that this 
countywide public park program justified 
the effort and tax money. Since 1962, 
Johnson says, the acreage has been ex- 
panded from 1400 to 8,000. Permits for 
forest preserve accommodations issued 
62,000 in 1962 grew to 221,000 in 1969. 


In the last decade the commission has 


set up a conservation program which 
provides protection for original fauna 
and flora in this part of Illinois and an 
educational program, directed by quali- 
fied naturalists. The program is attract- 
ing thousands of nature lovers to DuPage 
County preserves. Johnson estimates 
there are 50 different plant species, in- 
cluding the Cardinal flower and the origi- 
nal prairie Blue Stem grass which grows 
four to five feet tall. At the Churchill 
Preserve, west of Route 53 on St. Charles 
Road, there is a 40 acre plot of this grass 
where the Cardinal flower blooms. 


THE COUNTY headquarters is located 


on this preserve and is open to the public 
A 16-page brochure with pictures and 
map showing location and facilities for 
recreation, education, winter and sum- 
mer is available. 


According to Johnson, the forest pre- 


serve commission has initiated a pro- 
gram to preserve and restore historic 
sites. 


The old Graue water mill, one of the 


few still in operation in the nation, is a 
classic example of these efforts. Located 
at Fullersburg Preserve near Oak Brook, 
the mill is a pioneer original and is com- 
pletely restored through the generous ef- 
forts of many DuPage County citizens. It 
grinds cornmeal today and is an historic 
gem. 


On the Churchill Preserve is the site of 


the cabin of Deacon Winslow Churchill, 
called the first settler (1832) in DuPage 
County. In the vicinity was an Indian vil- 
lage whose inhabitants broke the prairie 
loneliness of the first white men in this' 
area. It too will be restored. Other his- 
toric sites throughout the county will be 
given recognition. 


ROCKY GLEN, a picturesque 491 acre 


site on the Des Plaines River in the ex- 
treme southern part of the county, is go- 


ing to be a nature education center. Its 
outcropping rock formations and its 
proud sycamores make visitors give 
pause. Saw Mill Creek is an added in- 
centive for picnickers. 


In North DuPage County Pratt's 


Wayne Woods has 550 acres of lakes and 
marshes where wildlife abound. George 
Pratt, a commission member, whose 
family were pioneers of this area says 
Pratt's can't be beat for fishing, hiking 
and picnicking. But it ought to be said 
that many preserves feature this kind of 
recreation. 


Mallard Lake, the pride of Bloom- 


ingdale Township, is located near Clover- 
dale and has 750 acres rich in waterfowl. 
This is a principal hibernating location 
for ducks and geese. It's a spring-fed 
lake and Jack Wall says "it's full of 
fish." 


THE MAJOR boating areas in DuPage 


County are at Herrick Lake, southwest of 
Wheaton, and Blackwell Preserve, north 
of Warrenville. Sail boats, canoes and 
row boats are permitted. Sail boating is 
becoming a major sport on DuPage 
County's water acreage. It's agreed that 
water is a must for this era's sporting 
generation. If you're a sail-boater you 
can test your skill in regattas now being 
held in major water areas. 


THE BLACKWELL Preserve (1400 


acres), the pride of the Forest Preserve 
Commission and half way through the 
developmental stage, is a planned recre- 


ation area. Its two dug-out lakes, com- 
prising 500 acres, will be the largest and 
deepest bodies of water in the county. 
They have been developed by excavating 
clay and gravel. It is estimated that 21-i 
million yards of gravel have been dug up 
and sold, 
producing a 
revenue of 


$421,000. The gravel is sold mostly to in- 
dustrial plants for parking and road- 
ways. The clay is used for cover in the 
building of the celebrated 40 acre hill 
with refuse from the county. The lake 
banks have been landscaped and seeded 
and the lakes are now half filled with 
water. The hill, to be used for tobogu.-in 
slides and ski runs, will be over 100 feet 
at its highest point. 


The big amphitheater on this site is 


now ready and will be used for outdoor 
educational and cultural programs. It is 
hoped, Johnson says, that private in- 
stitutions and organizations will make it 
a popular place... 


Commission Pres. James is proud of 


D u P a g e County's forest preserve 
achievements. He points out that the 
Blackwell project has received national 
recognition and its development is being 
followed with great interest by public 
park bodies throughout the country. Until 
the cutoff a year ago, said to be tem- 
porary because of a tight budget situ- 
ation at Washington, DuPage County was 
r e c e i v i n g dollar-for-dollar matching 
funds in its current land acquisition pro- 
gram.

Housing Vacancies Scarce 


"ZOOM" SEEMS LIKE a pretty big word, but in this day 
and age the economic situation of the country is, in 
fact, looming.

Teacher Pay Pact Nears 


Representatives of the school board 


and teachers union of Community High 
School 
Dist 
H8 
moved 
considerably 


closer to a .settlement on teachers sala- 
ries for next year during a negotiating 
meeting held Wednesday night. 


"We did mnke some progress," said 


John Gormnn. Dist. RR school board pres- 
ident, "and we're hopeful of reaching a 
contract soon. Things are looking bright- 
er after the meeting last night." 


Di.st en school board members have 


been negotiating next year's teachers 
salaries with local representatives of the 
American federation of Teachers (AFT) 
since last February. 


The board's last proposal, made prior 


to the Wednesday meeting, called for a 
basic 1970-71 starting salary of $7,950. 
The board's offer represented an 8 3 per 
cent increase in the teacher's salary 
schedule over the $7.330 starting index of 
the current school year. 


A STALEMATE in negotiations re- 


sulted when the union expressed the feel- 
mg that the board's salary offer was in- 
sufficient, and demanded a starting sala- 
ry of SB,200 for the teachers, an 11.3 per 
cent increase over the current base 


The union also complained that the 


school board was taking a hard line 
stance by askmp for un increase in the 
lenath of school days, and also asking 
that the union drop several of its propos- 
als that went along with their demand 
for a salary increase. 


But Wednesday night's meeting, which 


las-ted for over three hours, was a differ- 
ent story. "Apparently negotiations went 
quite amicably," said Keith Olson, new- 
ly-elected president of AFT and a teach- 
er at York High School. Olson was not 
able to personally attend the meeting due 
to illness, but was called afterwards and 
notified of the results. 


"There was definitely progress made." 


Olson said "But we don't want to let out 
the specifics of where there was agree- 
ment or disagreement at this time There

are still five or six details to be settled, 
and any details being made public may 
be harmful to concluding negotiations." 


OLSON DID SAY that a decision had 


been made by both sides to meet with 
specific groups in their particular area. 


"This is easier for the board than for 


the teachers," 
Olson said. 
"Several 


teachers are on vacation or enrolled in 
special summer programs. But we will 
try to get together with the executive 
committee of the union." 


"I just want to re-emphasize that prog- 


ress was made and that things are mov- 
ing forward," Olson added. 


Olson said that another negotiation 


meeting had been tentatively set for next 
Wednesday. 


Gorman also felt that any publicity at 


this time might be harmful to the nego- 
tiations. "I personally feel we're better 
off not negotiating through press re- 
leases," he said. "A lot of people have 
done a lot of work to bring the negotia- 
tions this far, and I don't want to do any- 
thing to jeopardize the negotiation pro- 
cess." 


Prior to Wednesday night's meeting, 


the school board claimed that even if the 
$7,950 starting salary were accepted, the 
district would incur a deficit of about 
$630,000 in the 1970-71 school year. The 
acceptance of the union's demand of an 
$8,200 starting salary would cost the dis- 
trict an additional $180,000, bringing the 
total deficit to $180,000. 


Vacancies are scarce. Landlords be- 


come choosy. Rents are jacked up. The 
poor are forced to pay, neglecting food, 
clothing and medical needs. The poverty 
cycle begins. 


Such a cycle exists in the Village of 


Addison where the housing vacancy rate 
is one of the lowest in the Chicago area. 


This was revealed during a meeting 


Wednesday in which Addison's village 
trustees listened to two representatives 
of Homes of Private Enterprise (HOPE, 
Inc.), a nonprofit group operating in Du- 
Page County, explain the desip and pur- 
pose of the organizaton. 


Earlier the board was forced to post- 


pone a review of the village's master 
plan, the purpose of the meeting, when 
they learned from William Drury, village 
manager, the plan had not come back 
from the printers. 


BOTH BERNARD Kleina, director of 


HOPE, and Joe Pakovits, chairman of 
the Addison branch of the organization, 
encouraged the board to consider the 
corporation in their master plan as a 
means of providing decent housing to low 
or moderate income families. 


During a 30-minute color-slide presen- 


tation of HOPE projects, Kleina explain- 
ed now the corporation purchased $17,000 
to $18,000 single-family homes with con- 
tributed funds, rehabilitated them with 
volunteer labor and donated materials, 
and rented or sold them to low income 
families. 


According to Kleina, approximately 


485,000 people live in DuPage County to- 
day. Many are elderly, living on a fixed 
income, who can no longer survive be- 
cause of the high cost of living. 


Others are employed in occupations 


and professions vital to their community 
and yet are paid wages insufficient for 
decent family living. Still other people 
are disabled or receiving Aid to Depend- 
ent Children. 


"ALL THESE people need assistance 


in one form or another," said Kleina. 
"HOPE and a church in Bensenville, 
which I can't name, are the only ones 
providing low income housing in the 
community at this time." 


Kleina said that the federal govern- 


ment spends $3.7 billion for the space 
program annually, but only $375 million 
for housing. 


"The government can afford to pay out 


handsome farm subsidies to people with 
stables and small race tracks so they 
won't grow crops, but pays far less in 
housing subsidies to the poor," Kleina 
said. 


Kleina stated there were 26,000 elderly 


people in DuPage County making less 
than $3,000 annually. There are also 
about 16,000 people working in different 
service occupations in the county making 
just over $4,000 annually. 


The minimum budget for a family of 


four living in the Chicago area has been 
set at nearly $7,000 by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. 


"THERE WERE 5,187 substandard 


units in the county in 1960," Kleina said, 


"and yet, no assistance or low rent hous- 
ing is available." 


"We have been purchasing homes and 


renting them to persons in great need," 
he continued. "So far, this has meant 
renting them to people on ADC because 
local welfare agencies tell us these are 
the families in greatest need." 


There are 325 ADC families in DuPage 


County, and 25 in Addison right now, ac- 
cording to Kleina. "But this doesn't in- 
clude the problems of the elderly and 
people of moderate income who can't af- 
ford decent housing," Kleina said. 


Kleina also said DuPage was inviting 


industry into the county, but the plants 
were having difficulty finding enough la- 
borers. "DuPage must now invite the 
people who supply industry with its man- 
power by encouraging decent housing for 
low-income families," he said. 


"ALSO CONSIDER the men and wom- 


en who work in this county, live else- 
where, and are forced to commute long 
distances. Is this realistic for people 
earning between $5,000 and $7,000 annual- 
ly?" he asked. 


Pakovits spoke of a poverty cycle — 


exorbitant rents forcing people to steal 
from their food and clothing funds, which 
in turn leads to poor nourishment, and 
thus to poor education. 


"You have to step in somewhere to 


break this cycle," he said. HOPE tries to 
do this by providing decent housing for 
those in need at rents of no more than 20 
to 25 per cent of their income. 


Recently HOPE received a reservation 


of $100,000 from the Federal Housing Au- 
thority to purchase, rehabilitate and then 
sell homes to moderate income families 
for a $200 down payment and an effective 
interest rate of one per cent. 


"BUT HOPE is interested in your sup- 


port," Kleina told the board. 'Basically 
it is a local grassroots program spon- 
sored by local donations. The resolution 
that low cost housing be initiated in Ad- 
dison must come from you." 


So far HOPE has completed 
seven 


rehabilitated houses for rent located in 
Glen 
Ellyn, 
Naperville, Warrenville. 


West Chicago and Wheaton. They have 
also completed two homes for ownership, 
one in Downers Grove and another in 
Wheaton. 


Pilot's Death Queried 


Naval authorities are continuing to in- 


vestigate the death Saturday of Lt. (j. 
g.) William Scholten, 4N064 Wood Dale 
Road in Addison. 


Scholten, 25, was killed June 13, 10 


miles northeast of Porterfield, Calif, on a 
training mission when his A-7 Corsair E 
jetplane failed to pull out of a dive-attack 
pattern. Scholten was stationed at Lem- 
more Air Base in Lemmore, Calif. 


Reportedly, Lt. Scholten had started a 


final attack dive and failed to respond to 
his commander's radio plea to level off 
his plunge. 


Naval authorities have speculated that 


Scholten experienced a blackout from a 
mechanical failure in the plane or his 
suit equipment. The lieutenant never re- 
sponded to his squadron commander's 


radio message or ejected himself from 
the falling plane. His jet crashed on a 
nearby mountain. 


A GRADUATE of Mendel High School 


in Chicago and Quincy College, Scholten 
was president of his college student 
council before enrolling in the U.S. Naval 
Air Corps three years ago. 


Scholten is survived by his parents, Le- 


Roy and Dorothy, five sisters. Kathleen. 
Pattyi Jean, Arlene, Verna, and Karen 
and a brother Thomas.

Women Give 'Life' To Puppets

Take 12 enthusiastic women, a table 


cluttered with glue, papier mache, paints 
and clay, and Addison's amiable librar- 
ian. Mrs. Ruth Snyder, and you have the 
makings of a puppetry workshop. 


Just such a workshop was held Tues- 


day night at the Addison Public Library 
where a group of women worked on mak- 
ing and painting hand puppet heads from 
papier mache and other materials. 


"We will later learn to design cos- 


tumes and wigs," Mrs. Snyder said, 
"and actually go into the production of 
puppet plays." 


The women sat working diligently 


around a large table, shaping the little 
puppet heads with their hands and form- 
ing long noses, painting on wigs and eye 
brows. 


"SOME ARE TEACHERS, some are li- 


brarians," Mrs. Snyder said, "and all 
are interested in this. Many expect to 
use what they learn here with children's 
groups." 


"Unless we find out the children can 


make them better than we can," a wom- 
an laughed. 


Mrs. Snyder has been making and de- 


signing hand puppets for 10 years. "Hand 
puppets go way back to the early days of 
the Punch and Judy shows," she said. 


She then began to explain a little bit 


about how they were made. "You can 
use newspaper mache, or an endless 
number of scrap materials," she said. 
"Some heads are made out of plastic 
foam balls. These are good to use with 


children because they dry quickly. 


"Here's a headless puppet," she said. 


"In the show his friends bring him oth- 
er heads, but they don't fit, and the chil- 
dren love it." 


MRS, SNYDER showed how wooden 


dowels were pushed into the foam or hol- 
lowed out clay heads, and how the little 
fellows, skin and features were formed 
with paper towel or tissue papier mache. 


"We then paint the heads with tempera 


colors," she said. "You can use oil paints 
too, but this takes longer to dry. And you 
can use little wigs for their heads, or you 
can paint them on." 


For some of the women it was their 


first introduction to the colorful art of 
puppet-making. "We'll be working with 
the Cub Scouts," one woman said as she 
painted on a funny face. "With first gra- 
ders," another interjected, 


"I can use them to tell stories to the 


children," another woman said. "You 
can hold the puppet in your hand as you 
tell the story." 


"MY PSYCHIATRIST suggested I use 


it as therapy," a woman laughed. 


Most of the women were from Addison, 


but some were from as far away as Na- 
perville and Villa Park. 


A second series of puppet workshops 


will be held at the library on Aug. 11 and 
18 from 7 to 9 p.m. This series will in- 
clude sources and production of puppet 
plays. 


There is no charge for the workshop, 


although registration is limited to 12 
adults. Anyone interested can register at 
the library, or by calling 543-3617. 


ADDISON PUBLIC library sponsored a workshop this 
week where local women made puppets from papier 
mache and other materials. One woman described it as 


"good therapy" while others said they simply enjoyed 
their projects. Many expect to use what they learn to 
work with children's groups.

showing the highlights of the progress 
being made at the county's 19 public 
park areas. 


Chuck Johnson, county forest preserve 


director since 1962, provided a detailed 
commentary 
which convinced every 


member of the commission that this 
countywide public park program justified 
the effort and tax money. Since 1962, 
Johnson says, the acreage has been ex- 
panded from 1400 to 8,000. Permits for 
forest preserve accommodations issued 
62,000 in 1962 grew to 221,000 in 1969. 


In the last decade the commission has 


set up a conservation program which 
provides protection for original fauna 
and flora in this part of Illinois and an 
educational program, directed by quali- 
fied naturalists. The program is attract- 
ing thousands of nature lovers to DuPage 
County preserves. 
Johnson 
estimates 


there are 50 different plant species, in- 
cluding the Cardinal flower and the origi- 
nal prairie Blue Stem grass which grows 
four to five feet tall. At the Churchill 
Preserve, west of Route 53 on St. Charles 
Road, there is a 40 acre plot of this grass 
where the Cardinal flower blooms. 


THE COUNTY headquarters is located 


on this preserve and is open to the public 
A 16-page brochure with pictures and 
map showing location and facilities for 
recreation, education, winter and sum- 
mer is available. 


According to Johnson, the forest pre- 


serve commission has initiated a pro- 
gram to preserve and restore historic 
sites. 


The old Graue water mill, one of the 


few still in operation in the nation, is a 
classic example of these efforts. Located 
at Fullersburg Preserve near Oak Brook, 
the mill is a pioneer original and is com- 
pletely restored through the generous ef- 
forts of many DuPage County citizens. It 
grinds cornmeal today and is an historic 
gem. 


On the Churchill Preserve is the site of 


the cabin of Deacon Winslow Churchill, 
called the first settler (1832) in DuPage 
County. In the vicinity was an Indian vil- 
lage whose inhabitants broke the prairie 
loneliness of the first white men in this 
area. It too will be restored. Other his- 
toric sites throughout the county will be 
given recognition.

Roselle are confronted with an affluency 
that can easily district from the spiritu- 
al, Marcilliot feels. 


He shares similar views with Paul 


Lewis, director of the Roselle United 
Methodist Church when he says, "Par- 
ents are striving for the success image 
which is equated with achievement, and 
the kids are the losers. It wouldn't be 
this way though if a father had one less 
job or included his kid in his weekend 
instead of playing golf for that $50,000 
account." 


MARCILLIOT GOES further in his in- 


dictment of the status conscious society. 
He feels too many of our young people 
have already fallen into the patterns of 
status-seekers, and that's why his youth 
program includes a two-week wilderness 
camping trip to the mountains of Colora- 
do. 


"Young people today are conditioned 


to think problems can be solved by 
grabbing onto things. They think every 
new gadget produced is essential to ex- 
ist. Goals are not equated with personal 
pride. 


"Too many kids still feel successful if 


they have lots of friends; they don't con- 
sider how good those friends are," he 
said. 


When Marcilliot and his kids go to Col- 


orado he makes them take as few 
"things" as possible so they can learn 
they can exist without them. Relieving 
their minds of job and school pressures, 
he gets them to think about "where 
they'll be for eternity." 


AS SOON AS the sun hits the top of 


their tents, which are pitched in a valley 
between the almost overpowering Rock- 
ies, everyone in camp is up and working, 
and Marcilliot hopes," learning nobody 
owes them anything. Whatever they get 
they have to earn." 


Suburbia acts like a cocoon, sheltering 


youth from real and pressing social prob- 


lems, their parents were fortunate to es- 
cape, Sister Diana Freund O.S.F. direc- 
tor of youth activities at St. Walter's 
Catholic Church feels. 


St. Walter's program includes a differ- 


ent kind of exposure to illustrate today's 
materialism to youth. The trip they take 
isn't as pleasant or as far as Colorado 
but perhaps just as enlightening. 


"Most teens in the area have no 


awareness of the extent of social in- 
equality which exists today, fister Diana 
said, "We showed films of ghetto areas 
once at a youth meeting, and some of the 
kids actually said 'they didn't believe it. 
No one could live as badly as that.'" 


ANOTHER TIME Sister Diana and a 


group from St. Walter's toured the Peter 
Claver Center in Joliet for poverty chil- 
dren. 


"The kids on the bus were stupified at 


what they saw as we rode through the 
ghetto neighborhood," Sister Diana said. 


Church leaders don't stop with just il- 


lustrating the materialism and injustice 
of today's world to youth. They strive 
also to inspire them, to work through tfie 
church . . . and this is the most difficult 
part of the job. 


"We have to instill in youth, a genuine 


Christian commitment, getting them to 
use what they believe in," Assistant Pas- 
tor Robert J. Kretzschmar of Roselle 
Trinity Lutheran Church said. 


"THE CHURCH TODAY needs youth 


Their ideas and idealism can be tapped 
and harnessed to accomplish marvelous 
things," Kretschmar said, "Their in- 
volvement is essential."

One More Hurdle 
To Annexation 


July 6 public hearing before the 


Roselle Village Board is the last hurdle 
for the National Homes Construction 
Corp. in its request to annex 157 acres 
known as the Kenyon Farm to the vil- 
lage.

108 
High School school board appeared at 
both meetings. They requested National 
Homes reserve 15 acres along the north- 
ern edge of the development as well as 
$75 for each single family home built. 


Carl Forrester, superintendent of Dist. 


108 explained the requests were not 
made earlier because the school board 


was waiting for the results of an indepen- 
dent study done by a citizens advisory 
group. 


The group recommended the school 


board purchase 65 acres in the northwest 
portion of the district. Since 15 of these 
acres would be in National Homes' prop- 
erty, the board was asking the company 
to hold development in that section for 
six months, Forrester said, to give the 
board time to acquire the land. 


FORRESTER ALSO pointed out secon- 


dary education costs one and a half the 
amount per pupil elementary education 
cost. Based on statistics that show one 
secondary student for every two ele- 
mentary students in a household, he ask- 
ed for three-quarters of what the ele- 
mentary schools were receiving in cash 
donations.

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Dog Impounding Dropped 


Man's best friend has a friend in the 


law. 


At one time, if a dog bit somebody, the 


law said he had to be taken into custody 
for 10 days to determine whether he had 
rabies It didn't matter whether he had 
been inoculated for rabies or not; the 
dog was impounded. 


Now the law has been changed because 


of improved vaccine and better rabies 
control The dog who has bitten someone 
need no longer be impounded, provided 
he had been inoculated for rabies. In- 
stead, he may be kept under home sur- 
veillance for the 10-day period and exam- 
ined on the first and tenth day of that 
period, except in Cook County where a 
fifth-day observation is required. 


UNDER THE change enacted by the 


1969 state legislature, only the dog who 
has not been inoculated must be taken to 
the pound or observed by a veterinarian. 
According to the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation, the incidence of rabies in dogs in 
Illinois is now at its lowest level since 
the Rabies Law has been enacted, which 
may have influenced the lawmakers. 


At one time, the state reported several 


hundred instances of rabies each year, 
but the number has declined steadily and 
in recent years has been less than 50. 


Laws involving the licensing, impound- 


ing of stray dogs and restrictions on dogs 
running at large all have helped bring 
the rabies problem under control, the 
ISBA observes. Dog owners themselves 
pay part of the cost of control activities 
through license fees collected by county 
or township assessors or by municipal- 
ities. 


Under the law, dogs must be vacci- 


nated at age 4 months or older, the vac- 
cination to be administered by a licensed 
veterinarian or the local Rabies In- 
spector. 


The owner who does not cause his dog 


to be inoculated runs certain risks. If ap- 
prehended, the dog is impounded and can 
be bailed out only upon payment for in- 
oculation, plus the cost of the dog's stay 
at the pound and a $1 penalty and a 
court citation. Dogs who are not repr- 
ieved by their owners may be turned

A solution to the nation's air traffic 


jams and a. method to reduce the possi- 
bility of mid-air collisions through use of 
the fastest computer system ever devel- 
oped was announced Monday in Washing- 
ton by Goodyear Aerospace Corp. 


The new Staran IV system developed 


by Goodyear can perform more than 40- 
million mathematical operations per sec- 
ond in predicting which planes are on 
collision courses and determining eva- 
sive maneuvers. 


Its speed and capability also would al- 


low a reduction in aircraft separation 
distances in airport landing and takeoff 
patterns—one of the main causes of air 
traffic tieups and long waiting and circl- 
ing periods for airline passengers. 


Goodyear Aerospace estimated that 


four times as many planes could be safe- 
ly accommodated in the same amount of 
air space by using Staran IV in the air 
traffic control system. Controllers pre- 
sently must rely largely on manual and 
visual methods to direct plane move- 
ments and prevent collisions. 


WITH THE system, the company said, 


parallel runways such as in use at 
O'Hare Airport could be used more effec- 
tively, also resulting in more planes tak- 
ing off and landing in a shorter time 
without compromising safety. 


One feature of the system is its ability 


to single out planes on collision coures 
and show them to air traffic controllers 
on a viewing screen as if they were the 
only planes in the air. 


At the heart of the computer are paral- 


lel array modules that provide its math- 
ematical capacity of up to 40-million op- 
erations per second. 


They figure in the processor's ability to 


perform its arithmetic and search oper- 
ations on many parallel data streams si- 
multaneously, instead of one after the 
other as in conventional computers. 


Use of the Staran IV has been pro- 


posed to the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) by Goodyear Aerospace 
and the proposal is now under consid- 
eration. 


THE FIRM said that as far as it 


knows, it has the only working processor 
that could fill air traffic control needs. 


New 
"super" computers of con- 


ventional design could be used, it was 
pointed out, but they would cost $15 to 
$19 million per terminal, compared to 
$1.5 million per terminal for Staran IV. 


In a hypothetical situation demonstra- 


ted by Goodyear Aerospace, Staran IV 
tracked and predicted potential conflicts 
between 128 aircraft, moving at an aver- 
age speed of more than 300 miles an hour 
in a 4,000-square-milea rea. 


Using simultaneous arithmetic, it took 


the position, altitude, heading, and veloc- 
ity of each of the 128 aircraft (from bea- 
con and radar), projected its flight path 
30 seconds ahead, and compared its proj- 
ected position with those of the other 127 
aircraft. 


Then, using its simultaneous search, 


the Staran IV isolated from the traffic 
maze those aircraft within 30 seconds of 
a potential collision and displayed them 
on the screen — isolated from the clutter 
of other planes. 


THE 30 seconds is the minimum time 


the FAA has established as needed for 
pilots to be warned and to take evasive 
action. The processor could project much 
further ahead. 


Air traffic controllers presently have 


no such machine to isolate the planes on 
potential collision courses. They have to 
determine the possibilities themselves, 
making value judgments along the way. 


The problems of hundreds of airplanes 


flying holding patterns in the skies, and 
stacked up on the ground, during peak 
rush hours is annoying and costly. The 
problem of avoiding collisions is critical. 


Thirty-six midair collisions and 2,230 


"near misses" were reported to the FAA 
in 1968. The agency estimates that four 
hazardous near-misses occurred for each 
one reported. 


Meanwhile, passenger traffic is ex- 


pected to grow at an average rate of 12 
per cent annually starting in 1972, the 
FAA has reported. 


ALREADY, delays of up to one hour 


are prevalent at several of the nation's 
airports. This is costing the airlines 
$120'miUion a year, and this could in- 
crease to $l-billion a year by 1980. 
High School 
Equivalency 
Test Tuesday 


A representative from the office of the 


Cook County Superintendent of Schools 
will accept applications for the high 
school equivalency tests Tuesday, June 
23, from 7 to 9 p.m. in Room 347, Build- 
ing A, Harper College, Algonquin and 
Roselle roads, Palatine. 


The examinations are open to Cook 


County residents 19 and older who have 
not received a high school diploma. At 
least one year of residence in Illinois 
also is required. 


Three testing periods are required to 


complete the exams. They are scheduled 
for July 10, 11 and 17. A $5 fee paid at 
the time of application covers all the ses- 
sions. 


THE TESTS consist of five sections: 


English, social studies, natural sciences, 
literary materials and general math- 
ematics. Satisfactory performance on 
tests covering American patriotism and 
principles of representative government 
also is required. 


The high school equivalency certifi- 


cate, which the successful candidate is 
eligible to receive, may be valuable in 
fulfilling college entrance standards or in 
meeting educational requirements for job 
placement or advancement. 
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The National Air Traffic Control Advi- 


sory Committee, a group appointed by 
the Department of Transportation to 
study the nation's growing air crisis, has 
predicted that unless something is done 
to upgrade current air traffic control fa- 
cilities, collisions will increase to 128 by 
1980, and to a staggering 833 by 1995. 


The advisory committee said that air- 


line travel is now as safe as travel on 
buses and trains, and considerably safer 
than travel by passenger automobiles 
and taxis. Even so, 1,725 persons lost 
their lives in U.S. aviation accidents in 
1968. 


The committee said that without cor- 


rective action and system improvement, 


this might increase to a rate of 5,350 
deaths a year by 1980 and to 16,400 
deaths a year by 1995. 


"WE HAVE to plan ahead for the 


enormous increase in air traffic," Presi- 
dent Nixon told assembled members of 
Congress May 21 when he signed the 10- 
year, multi-billion-dollar Airport and Air- 
way Development Act, 'and that's what 


you've done." The act is designed to ex- 
pand and modernize airports and air na- 
vigation and control systems. 


John H. Shaffer, FAA administrator 


has said the act "affords us the means to 
keep pace with civil aviation devel- 
opments on a par with the rate of air 
transportation growth. 


"We have the charter to meet the chal- 


lenge," Shaffer said. "We have the tech- 
nical tools. . on hand, on order, or with- 
in reach." 


Goodyear Aerospace said to gain max- 


imum benefit from the act. Staran IV 
should become part of the program.

Order will meet to decide on the 
validity of a proposal that part of 
their land in Arlington Heights be 
used for the development of low 
and moderate income housing. 


The proposal came to the Via- 


torians from a small committee of 
seminarians, concerned citizens 
and local residents who feel there 
is an urgent need for adequate 
housing for all residents of the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. 


\\> believe the proposal to the 


Viatorians is a fair one and that 
the Clerics of St. Viator should 
make a firm decision to proceed 
with a housing development on 
their land. 


The need for some type of low 


and moderate income housing in 
the Northwest suburbs has been 
documented in statistics and in hu- 
man indignities for many years. 


A survey taken last year by Mis- 


sion Two of the 
Presbvterian

church of Chicago clearly identi- 
fied adequate housing as the major 
need of Mexican-American fami- 
lies. 


That need was tragically empha- 


sr/ed in a lire last winter which 
claimed the lives of three vomit*

the suburbs is still unfulfilled.

What is needed in the Northwest 


suburbs is the type of large scale 
housing development that the Via- 
torian land can provide. 


Development of all or part of the 


60-aere tract near St. Viator high 
school would mean that prohibitive 
land costs would be avoided. A 
non-profit organization such as one 
which could be sponsored by the 
Viatorians would be eligible for 
help from the department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development. 


Properly planned and securely 


financed, the St. Viator land could 
become a model for low and mod- 
erate income development and at 
the same time do nothing to de- 
value the surrounding residential 
property. 


Yet a caution: With its great 


promise, the St. Viator land also 
carries the danger of developing 
Into a detriment to Arlington 
Heights. 


The danger lies in speculative fi- 


n a n c i n g and improper devel- 


opment. 


U n l e s s the Viatorian Order 


places first priority on questions of 
planning and financing, the land in 
Arlington Heights could become an 
example of well intentioned dream- 
ers creating another high rise 
ghetto. 


With these precautions in mind, 


we urge the Clerics of St. Viator to 
commit themselves to developing 
their land for suburban families in 
search of decent housing.

Echo of Past

The President descended from his high 


perch of aloofness from the nation's wor- 
sening economic situation Wednesday to 
officially recognize that the rich and the 
poor, the haves and the have-nots, the 
"taxeaters and the taxeaten" are all go- 
ing the way of forgotten men. 


This at once takes us back to the days 


of the Great Depression, in the memory 
of millions now living, when Roosevelt 
developed a program to rescue "the for- 
gotten man" via the federal government 
while Hoover, his predecessor, had in- 
sisted that economically the nation was 
"fundamentally sound." 


Moreover, Hoover preached the gospel 


of 
"American individualism" which 


meant that men gained in moral strength 
and intellectual vigor and kept the wolf 
from the door by looking after them- 
selves. Intervention by the national gov- 
ernment at Washington not only violated 
so-called historic economic laws which 
were beyond the scrutiny of the Supreme 
Court but would break down respect for 
constitutional laws on the part of the av- 
erage American and might even lead to 
"socialism" or as it is called today, a 
welfare state. 


HOOVER WAS probably right in his 


philosophy of human nature and govern- 
ment as restraint upon liberty. But he 
erred in what the Germans call "historic 
necessity" in the evolution of political 
and economic society. There is little 
doubt today that the New Deal's uses of 
the powers of the federal government in 
behalf of the individual in his economic 
relationships saved the nation from dis- 
aster. By stabilizing the economy and 
unifying the society, our nation over- 
came formidable military obstacles to 
assume a position of leadership of the 
free world. 


Today's challenge, like yesterday's, is 


from within and without. There is the 
need to stabilize the economy and unify 
the society. The two world wars broke 
the shackles of ancient colonialism and 
opened new vistas to the forgotten, have- 
not peoples everywhere. Despite all the 
misery of war and poverty a fresh 
breeze is blowing. There is an awakening 
taking place within our own country and 
throughout the world. It is unmistakable. 
There is a cry for economic and social 
justice and a leadership that under- 
stands. If history is any criterion that 
leadership must come. 


It is in such an atmosphere that the 


President reviewed the problems of the 
economy. What appears now as probable 
is that the growing uncertainties in the

money marts, the stock market and in 
business everywhere has forced Mr. Nix- 
on to speak out. 


Inflation has to be stopped sometime, 


somewhere. The defeated 1968 Democrat- 
ic candidate for the Presidency has al- 
ready spoken on the matter. There is no 
doubt that he places the problems of the 
economy as the No, 1 concern of the 
people of this nation. In the last analysis 
the bread and butter issue is always a 
foremost one in our consumption-oriented 
society. Unemployment is a sin. 


BUT BEYOND THESE considerations, 


this administration is having its troubles 
maintaining a united front. It speaks 
loudly, but there is arising some question 
about the quality of the stick it carries 
and whether it is "really big/' Unless a 
key to the problems of the economy is 
found, this Nixon Administration is 
doomed to fall more deeply in disarray. 
With the off-year elections but a little 
more than four months away, candidates 
under the Nixon umbrella are becoming 
nervous. This is a basic reason why the 
President had to go on the air. 


The Southern strategy looks less prom- 


ising (that man again) than it did a year 
ago, and those recalcitrant GOP Eastern 
liberals are to be desired more than 
Democrats (a la Stevenson III), or are 
they? New York's Mayor Lindsay could 
become a thorn in the side of Richard 
Nixon. At the other end of the spectrum 
is a successful and threatening political 
actor, Gov. Ronald Reagan of California. 
A deterioration econmy — increasing in- 
flation, unemployment, high prices and 
higher taxes — challenges the Nixon 
middle America from both right and left 
in the GOP. 


The President's remarks on how he in- 


tends to direct the economy to stop in- 
flation and provide price stability were 
on the order of "all things to all men/' 
even liberals. By calling on management 
and labor to accept and pursue their "so- 
cial responsibility" to the nation he 
showed evidence of leaning to good liber- 
al doctrine to which even Gore Vidal. one 
of his most devastating journalistic crit- 
ics, must have said "bravo," 


Hurrah, this sounded like the 'new 


Nixon." But liberal hearts sank when he 
said nix to any "deficit financing" and 
price and wage controls. The President 
w h a c k e d the Democratic 
Congress 


around with a warning not to come up 
with fancy spending ideas just before the 
1970 elections. 


It was President Richard Nixon asking 


support for a new conservatism in step 
with this revolutionary era and he was 
politically at his best.

"militant feminists" includes the exten- 
sive use of fashion and cosmetics to 
arouse men, the often-surprising voca- 
tional success of women interested in 
non-home work, and the amount of time 
men spend providing for the needs of the 
family unit, doing household chores^and 
participating in child-rearing endeavors.

'Dutch Treat' at Randhurst 


"Klompen" is the Dutch word for shoe. 


To a Holland native it means wooden 


shoes, usually handmade from a solid 
piece of log. 


Though daily use of wooden shoes has 


not become popular in the United States, 
wooden shoe factories manufacture shoes 
for dress and work wear. Some shoes are 
used for decorations or even planters. 


One such manufacturer is in Holland, 


Mich., typically named the Wooden Shoe 
Factory of Holland Michigan. 


KLM Royal Dutch Airlines brought one 


of the shoe carvers to the Northwest sub- 
urbs to demonstrate the Old World craft 
during the World Travel Fair at the 
Randhurst Shopping Center last week. 


Kenneth Charron, though not a Dutch- 


man himself, hewed the shoe-shaped logs 
on a wooden sawhorse while shoppers 
gathered in front of his bench to watch. 


The aspen logs (aspen is a tree grown 


in Michigan) are roughed into a crude 
wooden shoe by large saws at the facto- 
ry. Charron chiseled the insides of the 
shoes at the exhibition. 


Working on one pair of shoes at a time, 


he blocked out the heels with a hooked 
chisel and then dug into the toes with a 
bore knife. 


Shoe carvers work on each shoe of one 


pair simultaneously to assure that the in- 
sides of the shoes are evenly cut. 


Once a pair is carved it is sanded and 


painted. In Holland, the shoes would be 
worn every day for dress or work. In the 
United States, however, the old leather 
"Klompens" still seem to be the favorite 
choice of many.

Harden roses by 
putting stems in warm water immediate- 
ly, and covering tops with a plastic bag 
to prevent fading of the flower. Wipe 
leaves free of spray material with clean 
water. (Note: Roses which have been 
treated with chemical leaf polish or any 
foreign material to clean or shine leaves 
will be disqualified.) Refrigerate roses 
until show time.

cellent way to guarantee proper nour- 
ishment for baby and to provide extra 
recreation time for mother. These com- 
plete "ready-to-pour" infant foods, en- 
riched with vitamins and iron, are also 
beneficial as cereal toppings and milk 
substitutes for older babies. 


BABIES GET thirstier, too, in sum- 


mer. It's a good idea several times a day 
to offer infants cool water that has been 
boiled. If baby needs it, he'll take it but 
don't try to force it down him. 


In hot weather bathe your baby 


frequently in lukewarm water and per- 
mit him to go "topless" when the tem- 
perature reaches 85 or 90 degrees. 


These precautions will generally pre- 


vent any serious degree of heat rash. 
Should your baby develop such a rash, 
dusting the affected areas with corn- 
starch powder will prove helpful. 


An infant's best defense against heat 


rash is to be kept cool. You can easily 
tell if a baby is overheated by touching 
his skin. If It feels unnaturally warm, he 
is obviously uncomfortable. 


WHEN PLACING your baby outside in 


warm weather, try to find him a fairly 
cool place. If a satisfactory one can't be 
found, he is better off inside the house 
with windows wide open so he gets his 
important dairy quota of fresh air. 


In very hot weather, place baby on a 


pad in a protected spot on floor or 
ground, where the air will cool him. 
Don't put in a carriage or crib when 
the temperature is soaring. It will be too 
warm for him. 


A small baby can join the family on a 


beach outing, but careful precautions 
should be taken to protect him from the 
sun ... 
particularly during the hottest 


part of the day. An infant should not be 
placed in the sun at all during his first 
few summer outings but kept constantly 
in the shade. Even then, watch his ten- 
der skin carefully for burn from reflect- 
ed glare. 


ONCE BABY IS old enough to sit up 


and crawl, he needs a hat or protective 
head covering at the beach or any other 
sunny place. Bring his prepared formula 
with you and let him picnic, too.

The Potting Shed 


by MARY B. GOOD 


They have visions of an army of hun- 


gry homoptera chewing a path of de- 
struction through their backyards when 
some people hear about the cicada phe- 
nomenon — the year of the locust. 


Brood X, said to be the largest in num- 


ber, is the strain that's waking up now 
after a 17-year layover — hence the 
name 17-year locust. According to Stan- 
ley Rachesky, our favorite bug man, the 
cicadas burrow upward until they are 
about an inch below the soil surface. 
When the proper night arrives, they 
leave their soil home en masse, climb 
the nearest tree, shed their skins and die 
after a few weeks. But so many broods 
exist that cicadas appear somewhere in 
the United States every year. 


THE NORTHWEST suburbs will prob- 


ably escape the attack of this 17-year lo- 
cust says Stan, who is the University of 
Illinois Extension entomologist, and we'll 
have to disappoint the local lady with the 
grove of 14 walnut and oak trees (pre- 
ferred by egg-laying cicadas), who vis- 
ualized 84,000 clicking, buzzing Shermans 
marching through Atlanta. 


And maybe it's too bad because in the 


shuffle, a good party idea or two gets the 
damper — like an emergence watch-in, a 
cicada catching contest or a stomping 
party. 


"Of course, records can be wrong," 


Stan says, "and prevailing winds may be 
just right to bring in a few." Do you 
think we should get the combat boots 
ready just in case? 


A bus tour of the Chicago city parks 


will take off next Wednesday from Lin- 
coln Park. Local gardeners may want to 
scare up a car pool to get them to Lin- 
coln Park, site of the rock garden, 
The perennial gardens of Jackson Park 
grandmother's garden and main garden, 
and Rainbow Park will be followed by an 
optional fried chicken box lunch at Mar- 
quette Park and a stroll through the 
Grant Park rose garden. Tickets are 
available through the Chicago Horticul- 
tural Society.

"We're asking the village to enter into 


an agreement with the Twinbrook YMCA 
for putting an Outreach worker in the 
community," Hanlon told the trustees. 
"The exact nature of the project will be 
determined by the community's needs. 
We're hoping to avoid having someone 


who is identified with the police depart- 
ment. We hope to have the Outreach 
worker be someone who can talk with all 
k;ds, not just the problem kids." 


Outreach would mainly benefit high 


school youths, Hanlon added. 


WILLIAMS SAID the YMCA is seeking 


financial aid from village boards in 
Schaumburg and Hanover Park. The 
Twinbrook director said it could take 
from six to nine months to actually get 
an Outreach program started, once fi- 
nancing was obtained.

ARNOLD PALMER wonders if his per- 


sonal jet is ready for takeoff.

Ed Moehling worries about his future. 
"That's why I'm getting out of the 


business," says the 29-year-old Moehling, 
who grew up in Mount Prospect, played 
some sensational golf at Arlington High 
School and Northern Illinois University, 
and spent seven interesting but often 
frustrating years as a professional. 


Moehling is close to finalizing a deal as 


a sales representative with a major air 
lines. Regardless of what transpires in 
these negotiations, Ed has definitely de- 
cided to leave professional golf. 


"I'm 29, obviously not getting any 


younger, and I just have to think about 
the future, to start some real planning," 
emphasizes the 6-foot-3, 190-pounder who 
was the Illinois State Amateur champion 
for two straight years. 


"But despite everything, it wasn't an 


easy decision to make." 


A professional golfer always dreams of 


that first pot of gold, but dreams can't be 
cashed in at a bank. 


"Let's face it," Moehling says. "I

might still be on the tour if I were mak- 
ing money because I just don't mind that 
type of life, the travel or fast pace. I love 
the game. But I've been through it for 
seven years off and on and feel this is 
the time to make the change. 


"I firmly believe now that you have to 


make at least $20,000 a year just to meet 
expenses on the tour. You have to win 
that much before you can even put any- 
thing in the bank. 


"Maybe you win one tourney and that 


does it for you, a $20,000 or $30,000 first 
prize, but how many even win one tour- 
nament? It's rough. It can be enjoyable 
and I don't really regret giving it a 


serious try, but it's rough." 


For Ed Moehling, who will complete 


his last commitment today as a pro gol- 
fer in a pro-celebrity at Bristol Oaks, 
Wis., the most agonizing part of the tour 
was that Monday qualifying. 


While fog still blankets the fairways 


and the greens are soaked with dew, the 
rabbits (the late Tony Lena called them 
rabbits "because they're always nibbling 
at the lettuce") assemble each Monday 
at the tournament site and bid for spots 
in the competition that begins Thursday. 


They don't have the exemptions, and 


they have to play for those spots in the 
big tourney. "It's the most terrifying 


thing in golf," tour standout Bert Yancey 
recently recalled. "It's worse than miss- 
ing a cut or blowing a U.S. Open. When 
you miss on Monday, you haven't got 
anything." 


There are various types of exemptions, 


but a few cover the bulk of the field. In 
the charmed circle are those who have 
won the PGA championship which makes 
them exempt for life. Next in line are 
those who have won any official tourney, 
which exempts them for the next 12 
months. 


They did pass out exemptions to the 


top 60 money earners from the previous 
year, but that is to be replaced in 1971 by 
a more equitable point system based on 
this year's play. 


"Qualifying on Monday can be the 


toughest thing there is in golf — except 
winning a tourney," says Moehling. 


"On the average, there were probably 


150 of us out there each Monday, bidding 
for maybe just 15 places. Sure, you could 
shoot a 71 or 72 or 73 but that wasn't 
good enough." 


If you're in a tourney, and have one 


bad round, you might still make some 
money. But, as Moehling admitted, there 
can be much more pressure on a Mon- 
day. If you're shut out on Monday, you 
don't even have a chance. And the more 
you miss on Monday, the worse the pres- 
sure gets.

The inscription reads: "In appreciation 


for making us gentlemen and champions 
on and off the field." 


Of all the trophies and plaques and 


awards lining the shelves in the home of 
Bill Chrysokos, this one meant the most 
to him. It's a framed colored picture ele- 
vated from n wood base with a gold 
baseball statuette on top. 


The picture Is of the 1968 Addison team 


which Chrysokos coached to the Brook- 
wood Colt Lcagup championship. 


"The boys made it themselves. And 


I'm very proud of it." 


The same night this award was pre- 


sented to him he also receiver! the Addi- 
son Recreation Club's "Man of the Year 
Award," a gold scroll mounted on a 
plaque that said: "In appreciation for 
your devoted service to the Youth of Ad- 
dison." 


"Naturally, I was very happy and 


grateful for that award, too, but the one 
from the kids was the nicest one I've 
ever received." 


Mcr for many reasons, not the least of 


which is thr reflection of the character 
and caliber of young men that have 
come up through the Addison Recreation 
Club In the last 15 years. 


And helping the youth of the Addison 


community is the ultimate aim of the 
Club. Says Chrysokos, this year's presi- 
dent. "Our prime interest is to teach kids 
sportsmanship, pride, and desire. This is 
something that is going to help them no 
matter what they decide to do in life." 


The Recreation Club is strictly a volun- 


teer organization, and Chrysokos says: 
"Half the people in the town don't realize 
this. They think we're part of the park 
district program which is run by the vil- 
lage." 


In reality, no one in the Rec. Club 


makes a penny though many spend as 
much as 30-35 hours a week in club func- 
tions. 


"As baseball commissioner a couple of 


years ago, I was putting in close to 50 
hours a week — drawing up schedules, 
dragging diamonds, cutting grass. I was 
actually spending more time in the club 
than I was on my job. 


"But we have more people now, and 


the responsibilities are divided pretty 
well among them. Of our 65 members, 
approximately 25 work year-round and 
contribute a tremendous effort toward 
the program. They're extremely dedi- 
cated, and not only work in all three 
sports but get involved in all our fund- 
raising events. 


"This is an extremely proud organiza- 


tion. Everyone feels a great pride in 
what we stand for and what we do. As 
far as I'm concerned, it's probably the 
finest organization of its type to be 
found." 


The magnitude of the Club program is 


staggering. 


Approximately 1,150 kids participate in 


leagues run by the club. 


In baseball, there are 12 Pee-Wce 


teams (for right-and nine-year olds). 20 
UUla League teams (16-and 12-year 


olds), six teams in the Addison Pony 
League and two traveling teams in the 
Brookwood Pony League, and a Colt 
League team. 


The Club also sponsors the Addison 


Trail entry in the Illinois Summer Subur- 
ban Baseball League and the Addison 
representative in American Legion com- 
petition. 


All this in baseball. There are also 


football and basketball leagues for hun- 
dreds of youngsters. 


The cost is born by the Club. Last year 


expenses ran slightly over $18,000. This 
year, with an expanding program, it 
should reach S20.000. 


And how does the Club raise the mon- 


ey? 


"\Vc hold a dance each year and we 


have things like Las Vegas Night occa- 
sionally. We have a candy sale going on 
right now that we hope to clear maybe 
$3,000 on and a sticker sale that nets us 
about $700. 


"During the football season we have 


bowl games, both local games and usual- 
ly one in Alexandria, Ky. 


"This year we're planning our first an- 


nual year book that will have pictures of 
all the teams. We're banking on this for 
a lot of money, what with the adds we 
hope to get. 


"We also ask for baseball sponsorships 


from businessmen in the community, al- 
though we usually get only 10 a year or 
so. We're hoping to realize about $2,000 
in sponsorships this year. 


"And sve charge boys in the program a 


registration fee. For the younger kids, up 
to Pony League, it's $5.00 per boy. From 
Pony on up, it's $7.50. If a kid doesn't 
have the money, though, and there are 
some families that simply can't afford it, 
we overlook the fee. We have never cut 
anybody out of the program because of a 
lack of money. 


"Another fund-raising idea we've been 


contemplating is a basketball game with 
the Chicago Bears or the Chicago Cubs, 
something like that. A game between 
them and members of our Club." 


What happens to the extra money if 


more than $20,COO is collected? 


"It svould go into improving our pro- 


gram. It doesn't really matter how much 
we make, we can't expand as quickly as 
the town is growing." 


Chrysokos has been in the Club for 


nine years. He hopes to be around long 
enough to see a lot of champions come 
out of Addison. 


"Besides getting bigger, our program 


is getting better. Our traveling teams are 
winners now. and I think the reputation 
of Addison sports is growing. I hope that 
some day we're going to be known state- 
wide." 


Whether or not state recognition ever 


comes, though, Chrysokos has had his 
share of memories and mementos.

A tie game in any sport is hardly cause 


for jubilation — in baseball less so than 
others because there's supposed to be a 
winner. 


But had the two dozen spectators on

"I qualified for seven tournaments this 


year," Moehling said, "but that's just not 
enough. Your car is your home. It's a 
different motel each week and if you 
don't qualify, you can either stay around 
and try to play some courses in the area, 
getting ready for the next qualifying, or 
just head to the next tourney site." 


Moehling, who has had club pro jobs at 


Glenview and midlothian in the Chicago 
area and who taught three winters at the 
Phoenix (Ariz.) Country Club, has had 
some bright moments on the tour. 


His best competitive round was a siz- 


zling 60 in winning the Scottsdale, Ariz. 
Road-Runner Tournament. He was ninth 
with a fine 273 total for 72 holes in the 
1964 Seattle Open, 10th in the Michigan 
Golf Classic last summer, and 12th in the 
Southern California Open in Newport 
Beach, Calif, earlier this season. 


Ed was the front-runner in the Mich- 


igan Classic after 63 holes, and he led the 
Canadian Open for one round in 1963 and 
the Milwaukee Open after the second 
round in '69. 


And he's had the taste of playing in the 


classics. He has participated in three 
U.S. Opens and stood 12th after the first 
round in 1966 at the Olympic Country 
Club in San Francisco. 


"Through all those years, and even to- 


day," says the lanky blond, "I have nev- 
er stopped learning how to play the 
game. 


Golfer, Bowler 


Golfers dream about that hole-in-one. 


Bowlers shoot for that perfect 300 game. 


Ed Moehling has had both. He owns 


two'hole-in-ones as a golfer, and he hit a 
300 game in bowling while in the service 
in St. Louis. 


Moehling carried a booming 207 aver- 


age in that St. Louis league and com- 
peted regularly with such current profes- 
sional bowling stars as Nelson Burton, 
Jr. and Bill Johnson. 


"Putting has always been the best part 


of my golf, but if I had to pick the most 
troublesome area, it would just be the 
inability to repeat a swing. And it doesn't 
make any difference what club it is. Ev- 
eryone on the tour has different swings, 
the basics are the same, but the swings 
are different. But the good players re- 
peat the swing every time. 


"Maybe the pressure got to me. I don't 


know. But now I know I can just go out 
and enjoy the game. 


"For a young boy coming up today, 


who really wants to give pro golf a try, 
you have to practice, practice, get in- 
struction, practice some more and have 
the burning desire to be best. 


"And then if you've got all this talent," 


Ed continued, "and after all this practice 
and instruction, and with the willpower 
to keep in training all the time, then 
you've got a chance." 


Moehling admits that a youngster in 


the Midwest is definitely at a dis- 
advantage. "A boy around here will have 
to have patience," he says, "you can 
play golf for seven months out of the 
year at best. In the warm climates they 
play year-round and this naturally helps 
your game." 


Ed Moehling has decided to leave pro 


golf. It wasn't an easy decision. In the 
past few weeks, when he's gone out and 
shot rounds in the 60s, he wondered if he 
had made the right decision. Should he 
hang in there just a little while longer? 


There will be the days ahead when he 


thinks back to the 1969 Michigan Golf 
Classic and the thrill of leading a tour- 
ney in the final round. 


"Words can't explain that feeling," he 


retails. "I was one stroke off the lead 
wi'Ji 18 holes to play, and I started out 
the front nine with birdies at No. 2, 6, 7 
ana 8 to wind up the front in 31. 


"I knew then what someone like a 


Palmer feels like when the crowd is be- 
hind him. Everybody was pulling for me. 
They were cheering me on, cheering ev- 
ery shot, every putt. It's hard to express 
but to have that crowd behind me like 
that is something I'll never forget." 


But for Moehling, and so many other 


young golfers trying to survive on the 
pro tour, tke cheers, however encour- 
aging, can't pay the bills. 


There comes a time hwen a decision 


has to be made. Is it worth all those 
painful Mondays?
